from New York to Brandeis 
University on the outskirts of 
Boston in early September. 
1961, the 17-year-old girl showed 
little enthusiasm about entering 
the freshman year of college. 
She had been away from her 
parents and home in Birming­ 
ham, Ala., for two years, living 
with the Melishes in Brooklyn 
and attending the "progres­ 
sive" 
Elisabeth 
Irwin 
High 
School in Greenwich Village. 
She had established considera­ 
ble independence but she was 
still a shy and aloof young 
person. 
French had been her most 
difficult subject at Elisabeth 
Irwin so, with the drive tc 
overcome any obstacle that was 
to become typical, she chose 
French literature as her major 
and moved into the “ French 
House” at Brandeis where only 
that language was spoken. 


Angela was at Brandeis for 
four years on a $1,500 annual 
scholarship, except for a junior 
year abroad at the Sorbonne in 
Paris, until she w-as graduated 
in the spring of 1965. 


Brandeis 
has 
about 
3,000 
students and 1180 faculty mem­ 
bers and was about the same 
size 
when 
Angela 
attended. 
Opened in 1948, it Is the only 
Jewish-founded 
non-sectarian 
school in the country. It admits 
students of all religions and 
races 
but 
the 
majority 
ot 
students are Jewish. 
Brandeis has received con­ 
siderable publicity in recent 
years as a "breeding ground’5 
for revolutionaries and other 
leftist elements. It was the 
headquarters 
of 
a 
national 
student strike center in the 
spring of 1970. 
Hebert 
Marcuse, 
so-called 
prophet of the New I^eft, was 
teaching at Brandeis the entire

Davis’s

The petition was an appeal 
from a decision by Judge Rich­ 
ard E. Arnason, who is presid­ 
ing over the case in Marin and 
ruled there was enough evi- 
d o n c e in a grand jury tran­ 
script to hold Miss Davis for 
trial.

Nixon Veto Of $2 Billion 
Job Bill Upheld In Senate 


WASHINGTON (UPI) —The 
Senate upheld today President 
N i x o n s veto of a $2 billion 
emergency public works bill, 
backed by the Democrats as a 
program to help ease unem­ 
ployment. 
The administration’s cause 
was helped by the fact Nixon 
signed Monday a measure to 
create 
an estimated 
150,000 
public service jobs at the state 
and local level. 
He vetoed the other Demo- 
cratic-sponsored bill on grounds 
it would be inflationary and 
would fail to put people to work 
soon enough because of long- 
range plans n e e d e d for the 
projects involved. 
The Senate action marked the 
fifth time that the Democratic- 
eontrolled Congress had failed 
to override a Nixon veto. He 
has lost two veto fights since 
entering the White House. 
With a two-thirds vote needed 
to 
override, 
administration 
forces were required to muster 
only 34 votes in support of the 
President. In sending the bill to 
Nixon originally, the Senate 
vote was 45 to 33.

GRASS V A L L E Y , Calif. 
(UPI)—Sheriff’s officers gave 
up their search in the wild Sier­ 
ra foothills today for a “ mania­ 
cal” k i l l e r w'ho hacked two 
persons to death with a sickle 
at a remote campground. 
A third victim, nearly decapi­ 
tated by the “ laughing, grum­ 
bling and growling” slayer, 
was near death in a Sacramen­ 
to hospital and a young couple 
was treated for slash w’ounds. 
"We don’t feel he’s hiding out 
there behind a pine tree, ’ said 
Nevada County Sheriff Wayne 
Brown as he c a 11 e d off the 
ground search in the heavily- 
wooded area along the pictur­ 
esque Bear River in Mother 
Lode country. 
“ We haven't got one iota of 
physical evidence,” the sheriff 
added. He said his investigators 
would concentrate on the mur­ 
der scene on the river bank 5C 
miles northeast of Sacramento. 
The 
bespectacled, 
mid- 
dleaged attacker crashed Mon­ 
day night through the small 
campground occupied by 
17 
people— including five women 
and 10 children—striking out 
with his deadly sickle. 
He killed John Simmons. 29. 
of the small Sierra village of 
Weimar, and Mrs. Donna Fit- 
zhugh of Ontario, Calif., at 
the camp and wounded three 
others. Simmons also went by 
the name Jimen Satan, Sheriff 
Brown said. 
Mrs. Martha Marie Parker, 
24. of Walnut, Calif., the sister- 
in-law of Mrs. Fitzhugh, was 
most seriously hurt. The slayer 
cut and gouged her, then laid 
her neck over a tree and tried 
to cut her head off. 
Kenneth Garbe. 20, of Apple­ 
gate, Calif., who struggled with 
the killer after the husky man 
barged into his tent, was in fair 
condition with multiple wounds. 
His wife, Jean, 23, suffered mi­ 
nor cuts. She was treated and 
released. 
Garbe said he and his wife 
were playing cards in their tent 
when the s t r a n g e r — who 
weighed about 200 pounds, had 
thinning gray hair and wore 
thick glasses—ripped open the 
flap. 
"He said, 'Hello there,” ’ said 
G a r b e . "Then he came in 


The works bill authorized up 
to $2 billion in appropriations to 
areas of high unemployment. 
The grants would cover 80 per

Autopsies showed Simmons 
bled to death from puncture 
wounds and Mrs. Fitzhugh ap­ 
parently died of head injuries. 
"He was laughing, grumbling 
and growling like an animal,” 
Garbe said of the killer. 
Sheriff Brown said his best 
witness was 11-year-old Mark 
Fitzhugh, who saw the killer 
from about 30 feet away. "He’s 
our only point of information at 
this time,” Brown said. "He 
saw' him at a distance.” 
An all-points bulletin said the 
killer, who had a “ maniacal 
laugh.” 
was 
a 
middle-aged 
white man, 5 feet 8 to 10 inches 
tall, “ heavy or chunky” in 
build and wearing light-colored 
shirt, tan pants and tan jacket. 
The sheriff, who described the 
killings as a senseless, "mania­ 
cal attack,” said the killer took 
the .22 pistol and a .41 magnum 
belonging to Simmons. 
In San Francisco, police said 
the description of the slayer 
approximated that of the elu­ 
sive Zodiac k i l l e r , who has 
claimed 17 murders and is be­ 
lieved by authorities to be re­ 
sponsible for at leat six in the 
past two years. However, the 
Placer County sheriff’s office 
insisted emphatically that the 
sickle slayer had no connection 
with the Zodiac killings in the 
Bay area.

phone workers launched 
a nationwide strike today 
but the use of automated 
equipment and superviso­ 
ry personnel limited the 
immediate impact on the 
public to minor delays in 
service. 
A spokesman for American 
Telephone and Telegraph Co. 
(AT&T) said after the walkout 
began at 6 a.m. EDT that “ un­ 
til agreement is reached, we 
will do everything possible to 
continue to serve out custom­ 
ers. We expect no serious dis­ 
ruptions of service.” 
A leader of the striking Com­ 
munications Workers of Ameri­ 
ca predicted the strike would 
last at least two weeks. Equip­ 
ment breakdowns and lack of 
workers to install phones might 
snarl service to a greater ex­ 
tent in that case. 
For the time being, the major 
hitch in service involved phone 
calls where operator assistance 
was needed, mainly for person- 
to-person and certain other long 
distance calls. About 95 per 
cent of normal phone calls in­ 
volve self-dialing only. 
The strike does not affect all 
of Marin County. Northern No­ 
vato. which is served by West­ 
ern California Telephone Co., a 
part of the General Telephone 
System, is not affected by the 
strike, according to Gordon R. 
Lee. Novato branch manager. 
A check by UPI b u r e a u s 
throughout the country showed 
some difficulties in reaching an 
operator but no insurmountable 
problems. 
Police were summoned to the 
Hollywood branch office of the 
telephone company in Los An­ 
geles on complaints 
pickets 
threw lighted flares at the cars 
of company executives report­ 
ing for emergency work. No 
arrests were made. 
Telephone operations in Brad­ 
ford and Charleroi. Pa., were 
hampered 
when 
supervisory 
personnel said they were una­ 
ble to get through picket lines 
to 
the 
local 
exchanges. 
A 
spokesman for the company 
there said a court injunction 
would be sought to limit picket­ 
ing if the situation continued. 
At Cape Kennedy. Fla., strik­ 
ing workers picketed two en­ 
trances to the space center. 
Government officials said the 
dispute would have no effect on 
the countdown rehearsal now in 
progress for the July 26 Apollo 
15 launching of the fifth U.S. 
moonshot, but for three hours, 
members 
of 
the 
Transport 
Workers Union who perform 
support operations at the base 
refused to cross the picket line. 
An AT&T statement, issued in 
New York, deplored the strike 
as "clearly unnecessary.” 
“ We are very disappointed in 
the response of the (uniom lead­ 
ership to our proposals aimed 
at averting a strike,” the state­ 
ment said. "We felt we were 
very close to r e a c h i n g an 
agreement.” 
It was the first nationwide 
telephone strike since a 17-day 
w alkout in 1968. 
Thousands of workers left 
their jobs before the official 
strike deadline in areas where 
local contracts had already ex­ 
pired. 
A union spokesman said no 
new negotiations were planned, 
but he said the situation could 
change "later today.” 
"We certainly would be re­ 
ceptive to proposals.” he said. 
The union has charged among 
other things that there is too 
much of a differential in the 
pay of men and women.

then-Secretary of the Army,

Ellsberg said in a television 
interview. “ The White House 
had made the decision.” 
Ellsburg made his remarks 
on ABC’s “ Dick Cavett Show.” 
He said Resor had dropped 
the charges on behalf of the 
Johnson administration, over 
the protests of the commander 
of troops in Vietnam, Gen. 
Creighton Abrams.

Space Shuttle Pact

—A 
$500 million contract for deliv­ 
ery of 36 reusable rocket en­ 
gines for a space s h u t t l e 
service has been awarded by 
the space agency to a Califor­ 
nia company. 
The contract, awarded to 
North 
American 
Rockwell 
Corp., Canog Park, Calif., was 
described 
Tuesday 
by 
Dr. 
James C. Fletcher, chief of the 
National Aeronauticsand Space 
Administration (NASA), as an 
“ important first step” in the 
shuttle program. 
The shuttle will be operated 
like an airliner in the atmos­ 
phere and like a rocket in space 
and will be used initially to 
launch heavy unmanned satel­ 
lites into orbit. 
Later it may be used to carry 
men to and from orbiting space 
stations or to moon bases and 
back.

Hundreds of civilians fled vil­ 
lages and refugee camps in the 
line of fire today as the Jorda­ 
nian army bombarded Palesti­ 
nian guerrilla bases for the 
second day in a row. 
An army doctor said 25 civil-, 
ians had been wounded. He de­ 
clined to give the number of 
military casualties, if any. 
About 3,000 guerrillas who 
form the r e m n a n t s of the 
armed 
Palestinian 
reistance 
m o v e m e n t in Jordan are 
grouped in hill bases around 
Jerash, site of Roman ruins 25 
miles north of Amman. 
In Cairo, the Egyptian gov­ 
ernment expressed disappoint­ 
ment over J o r d a n ’ s fresh 
offensive against the guerrillas 
and asked King Hussein to de­ 
lay a visit to Cairo scheduled to 
start July 23, the 19th anniver­ 
sary of the Egyptian revolution. 
In Beirut, a guerrilla spokes­ 
man accused King Hussein s 
government of trying to carry 
out “ plans aimed at liqudating 
the Palestinian revolution.” 
The spokesman in Beirut said 
Jordanian army units 
have 
blocked roads leading to the 
guerrilla bases in the vicinity of 
Jerash 25 miles north of Am­ 
man. Government forces also 
shelled the area Tuesday. 
In Tel Aviv. Prime Minister 
Golda Meir said a top Ameri­ 
can official will visit Israel 
within the next two weeks but 
she is not aware whether he 
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will bring new proposals from 
Washington on how to find 
peace in the Middle East. 
Mrs. Meir, in a statement to 
her ruling Labor party Tues­ 
day, said Assistant Secretary of 
State Joseph J. Sisco was mak­ 
ing the visit but denied Israel 
had attempted to avert Sisco’s 
trip for fear of renewed Ameri­ 
can pressure for further Israeli 
concessions on Middle East is­ 
sues. The meeting was private 
but the details were leaked to 
the press. 
In 
Jordan, 
Palestinian 
sources claimed that King Hus­ 
sein has resumed his war of 
attrition against the 3,000 Arab 
guerrillas who form the rem­ 
nants of the Palestinian resist­ 
ance movement in his nation. 


Strong Quake Hits 
Solomon Islands 


WASHINGTON (UPI) — A 
strong earthquake, rated at 8.1 
on the richter scale, occurred 
at 9:11 a.m. EDT today in the 
vicinity of the World War II 
battleground of Bougainville in 
the Solomon Islands, the nation­ 
al earthquake information cen­ 
ter said. 
A spokesman for the center 
said the quake was s t r o n g 
enough to cause large waves, 
but he said there had been no 
reports of unusual wave activi­ 
ty. 


Reagan Says 
He Supports

“ very great concern” for Presi­ 
dent Nixon’s welfare reform 
plan should not be construed as 
lack of political support for the 
President. 


“ The President isn't a bit 
concerned about it. He seems to 
think we're getting along just 
fine,” said Reagan, who de­ 
scribed himself and Nixon as 
“ good friends.” 


The issue was raised at the 
Western Governors Conference 
when Oregon Gov. Tom McCall 
charged that Reagan was en­ 
dangering Nixon’s 1972 reelec­ 
tion bid by offering only “ luke­ 
warm” political support and 
sniping at the President’s wel­ 
fare plan. 
Reagan today was leading a 
welfare discussion to describe 
his alternative to Nixon’s pro­ 
posal. 
Reagan’s 
plan—which 
would tighten welfare eligibility 
requirements and clamp a spe­ 
cific lid on relief spending— 
has been rejected by the Cali­ 
fornia State Senate. 
McCall, like Reagan, a Re­ 
publican, 
was 
the 
leading 
spokesman 
among 
Western 
governors for Nixon’s family 
assistance plan, which would 
provide a welfare family of four 
minimum relief payments of 
$2,400 annually. 
McCall said there was “ fairly 
good support” among Western 
governors for Nixon's proposal, 
which has passed the House 
and is pending in the Senate. 
Reagan told an airport news 
conference after arriving at 
this 
Rocky 
Mountain resort 
Tuesday night night that “ I 
have very great concern about 
adding millions of people to the 
rolls in the family assistance 
plan.” 
Under Nixon's program, wel­ 
fare caseloads would be rough­ 
ly doubled, primarily because 
the working poor would receive 
partial payment as an incentive 
for recipients to find employ­ 
ment and ultimately get off the 
dole. 
Reagan described welfare as 
“ the problem that has to be 
solved in this country or you're 
going to find virtual insolvency 
and bankruptcy in many state 
and local governments.” 
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SAIGON (UPI)—Vice Presi­ 
dent Nguyen Cao Ky broke his 
political alliance with President 
Nguyen Van Thieu today, ac­ 
cusing Thteu of “ dictatorial 
practices” and trying to con­ 
duct a fraudulent election next 
fall. 


Ky hopes to oppose Thieu in 
the Oct. 3 presidential election 
a l o n g with Gen. Duong Van 
(Big) Minh, although Ky report-, 
edly is having trouble getting 
needed support. 


The South Vietnamese Su­ 
preme Court Tuesday night 
ruled constitutional an election 
law to limit the number of can­ 
didates who can run for the 
presidency. The law was criti­ 
cized as being weighted in 
Thieu’s favor.

a letter to Thieu.

Army, which turned over its 
last outpost along the Demilita­ 
rized Zone (DMZ) to the South 
Vietnamese last week, opened a 
new artillery base there Tues­ 
day.

Britain I s 
Beating Back 


Pollution

LONDON — On two succes­ 
sive balmy spring days recent­ 
ly it was found that the air 
above the industrial city of 
Sheffield was crystal-clear. 
W e l l . if not quite crystal- 
clear. then at least the pollution 
researchers of this steel-factory 
city calculated that the air 
being breathed by its citizens 
was cleaner than at any known 
time since the Industrial Revo­ 
lution of the last century. 
Anybody who has lived in the 
industrial north of Britain, and 
Sheffield is one of its smoky 
bastions, will remember only 
too clearly the filthy blanket of 
smoke, grime and fumes which 
spread across the land for mile 
after mile. 
The killing, obnoxious pall 
was always so persistent 
that children brought up in 
the industrial heartland of 
the United Kingdom thought 
it part of nature like rain or 
snow or night and day. 
Now. thanks to smoke-abate- 
ment regulations which have 
slowly been pressed forward 
district by district, suburb by 
suburb, the sun is beginning to 
shine again in the industrial 
cities of Britain. 
Combined with other anti-pol­ 
lution m e a u s r e s , this has 
helped make the U.K. a healthi­ 
er place to live in. 
The e f f e c t is being felt in 
London, too, although the capi­ 
tal has never really been con- 
s i d e r e d 
a 
major heavy 
manufacturing 
center. 
The 
once-dreaded smog seems to 
have gone forever. Forgotten 
species of fish are beginning to 
make their appearance in the 
Thames again. And in the city’s 
parks and gardens, birds that 
long ago abandoned London to 
seek purer air are once more 
putting in a welcome appear­ 
ance. 
When Richard Crossman 
recently attacked the Queen 
on her request for more 
in o n e y , he must have 
known that the reaction from 
the country’s Royalists would 
be fierce and loud. Letters 
from "Her Majesty’s most de­ 
voted servant,’’ heaping criti- 
c i s m 
on 
the 
head 
of 
Crossman. a senior minister 
in the last Labor government, 
appeared in The Times, and 
other newspapers, 
pers. 
Yet criticism 
of Britain's 
Royalty is nothing new. Four­ 
teen years ago. John Grigg, 
then Lord Altringham, attacked 
the “ needless errors” of the 
M o n a r c h y . as well as the 
Queen's “ tweedy” image and 
her 
upper-class 
schoolgirl 
voice. 
For 
his 
outspoken 
views, 
Lord .Altringham had his face 
s l a p p e d in public and for 
months afterwards there was a 
steady stream of abuse by tele­ 
phone and mail. 
A hort time afterwards, Eng­ 
lish author Malcolm Mugger- 
idge wrote an article in the 
Saturday Evening Post headed 
Does England Really Need a 
Queen? 
Even greater hysterics greet­ 
ed this criticism. A Tory MP 
called the writer "a hysterical 
little Communist" and the BBC 
hurriedly dropped Muggeridge 
from TV and radio programs as 
indignant subjects of the Queen 
complained they “ did not want 
to see his face ever again." 
Muggeridge’s 
house 
was 
smeared with filth and slogans 
saying "Glod bless the Queen" 
were painted across his walls. 
Yet criticism of Royalty is 
not merely a symptom of to­ 
day's permissive society. In the 
last century, George IY was 
savagely lampooned in newspa­ 
pers and in privately-printed 
pamphlets. Even Queen Yicto- 
ria was stridently attacked in 
print towards the end of her 
reign. 
English-make goods may 
not hold the "specialness" 
they once enjoyed round the 
world as German and Japa­ 
nese manufacturers grab a 
growing share of interna­ 
tional markets. 
With firms like Rolls-Royce 
going to the wall, industry in 
this country is having a tough 
time. 
There is one product, howev­ 
er, which is enjoying a boom. It 
has been lying around for cen­ 
turies. but nobody has ever 
thought of exploiting it until 
Londoner .Anthony Abrahams 
had a bright idea. He is export­ 
ing like mad and his overseas 
customers cannot get enough of 
his product as he expands his 
business. 
Simply enough. Abrahams is 
exporting the English language. 
He is "selling" British teachers 
to countries eager to learn this 
now 
universally 
sought-after 
tongue. 
Already this year he had 
“ sold” over 200 teachers tc 
Germany. And several othci 
countries are also employing 
the instructors on the sales­ 
man’s payroll.

Americans Leave; Base Stripped 


CAMP RADCLIFF, Vietnam 
i CPI »—The heart-shaped per­ 
imeter of Camp Radcliff, once 
one of the biggest U.S. bases in 
Vietnam, winds for 18 miles 
around blue-green Hon Cong 
Mountain. 
The camp, a one-time $29 
million installation alive with 
troops, heliccoters buzzing 
through the 
air 
and 
tanks 
rumbling along the dirt and 
asphalt roads, now lies almost 
deserted and picked clean of 
virtually everything of value. 
As part of the winding down 
of America's role in the war, 
the Americans pulled out of 
Camp Radcliff in two steps, 
.Jan. 22 and March 12 this year. 
Military 
sources 
say 
U.S. 
commanders had hoped the 
South Vietnamese would keep 
the base operating after the 
American pullout. The South 
Vietnamese, however, ordered 
the base dismantled. 
Convoys from South Vietna­ 
mese government posts in the 
area rolled into Camp Radcliff 
throughout January, February, 
March and April to load up 
with equipment 
The convoys 


then 
set 
out 
on 
Route 
1 9 
purportedly to bring the mater­ 
ial back tc their home bases for 
military' construction. 
In fact, according to allied 
officers, hardly 
any of the 
supplies 
reached 
the bases. 
Instead the majority of the 
goods was sold along the way 
to black marketers. 
The 
stripping 
of Camp 
Radcliff, according to these 
officers, actually was a looting. 
The man responsible, accord­ 
ing to a 
letter 
written 
to 
President Nguyen Van Thieu 
and 
signed 
by 
27 South 
Vietnamese officers, was Maj. 
Gen. Ngo Dzu. commander of 
the Second Military Region, 
which includes Camp Radcliff. 
Dzu 
is 
the 
same 
general 
accused by Rep. Robert H. 
Steel, R-Conn., of being “one of 
the chief traffickers in heroin in 
Southeast Asia.” 
Whatever the truth of the 
charge that Camp Radcliff was 
looted, 
rather 
than 
simply 
militarily evacuated, there is no 
question but what it has been 
stripped. It is also impossible to 
drive along Route 19 between 


Qui Nhon and Pleiku nowadays 
without seeing stacks of tin 
roofs, 
wood 
panels, 
wire 
screening and pipes from Camp 
Radcliff on sale at roadside 
shops. 
Storeowmers 
are not 
able, or willing, to say where 
they got the goods. 
Camp Radcliff is not the first 
base to have been stripped and, 
say U.S. officers, it won’t be 
the last. 
Dong Tam, the first big U.S. 
base to be handed over to the 
South 
Vietnamese, 
met 
the 
same 
fate 
in 
early 
1 970, 
Government troops and civi­ 
lians also took apart Camp 
Enari 
near 
Pleiku 
in 
the 
Central 
Highlands 
in 
the 
summer of last year. 
Most of the supplies from 
Dong Tam and Enari wound up 
on the black m a r k e t . In 
addition, 
dozens of 
smaller 
artillery 
bases 
have 
been 
stripped after being turned over 
to the South Vietnamese. 
“ No one questions that there 
was large-scale graft, corrup­ 
tion and stealing at Radcliff 
and the other bases,” a high- 
ranking U.S. official told UPI. 


“ But this type of thing is going 
to occur whenever you give a 
large U.S. base to the South 
Vietnamese.” 
He said the South Vietnamese 
don’t have enough men to man 
the big installations abandoned 
by the Americans and prefer to 
tear them down. In the process, 
much of the base equipment 
winds up on the black market. 
“ There’s going to be steal­ 
ing,” he said. ‘There’s nothing 
we can do about it. My only 
hope is that at least some of 
the stuff gets stolen by poor 
civilians and enlisted men. the 
ones who need the money the 
most,” 
The thievery in Vietnam is 
massive. In addition to dis­ 
mantling abandoned U S. bases, 
the South Vietnamese black 
marketers also manage to steal 
just 
about 
every 
kind 
of 
military item imaginable from 
American bases still operating. 
On any given day you can 
find enough U.S. 
military 
hardware on the black market 
of any major city to outfit an 
American 
battalion. 
There’s 
everything from Khaki drawers 


to field radios, combat boots, 
jeeps, tents, wire and fatigues. 
It's been said you can even 
buy 
an 
Army 
UH-1 
Huey 
helicopter on the black market 
if you look hard enough. 
Radcliff, former headquarters 
of the U.S. Fourth Dicision, 
was the home base for about 
20,000 troops before it w-as 
handed 
over 
to 
the 
South 
Vietnamese. 
Some 500 Americans — a 
squadron of air cavalry, an 
artillery battery and support 
forces—still occupy a small 


strip, named Camp Buffalo, on 
the southeastern edge of the 
Rase. Security for the bulk of 
the Radcliff area, however, now 
rests with only about 75 South 
Vietnamese militiamen, com­ 
pared to the two battalions of 
Americans that used to man 
the base’s perimeter. 


U.S. intelligence officers said 
the shortage of guards 
has 
permitted the Communists to 
set up an observation post on 
top of Hon Cong Mountain right 
in the middle of the base. The 
officers. how-ever, said Commu­ 
nist attacks against Route 
1 9 
have, 
surprisingly, 
dropped 
since the withdrawal of Ameri­ 
can troops. 
“ It’s a simple fact around 
here that when you turn over a 
place, there is going to be a lot 


of stealing,” one U.S. adviser 
said. “ It’s just a game for 
them. They don’t consider it 
stealing when you take some­ 
thing belonging to Uncle Sam. 
It's just taking from a rich 
uncle.” 


Almost all that’s left of Camp 
Radcliff today are the heavy 
concrete slabs that served as 
the foundations of the buildings 
torn dow-n. “ If they ever think 
of a way to carry- those off 
they’ll be gone too,” a U.S. 
Army officer said. 
U.S. military advisers said 
there is little the United States 
can do to stop the looting of 
abandoned American bases. 
“ We are in a rush to get 
out,” one officer told UPI. “ We 
just don’t have enough time to 
take everything with us. Even 


if we did it would be a wa ste o f 
time and mo ney . It’d co st us 
more to ta ke these building s 
apart a nd ship them ba ck to 
the states tha n they 're wo rth to 
us.” 
General Dzu lia s denied a ny 
connection 
with 
the 
a lleg ed 
looting of Camp Ra dcliff a nd 
claims the cha rg es a re the re­ 
sults from a cla sh between him 
and South Vietna mese Army in­ 
spector General Lt. Gen. Lu 
Lan, Dzu’s predecesso r a s Sec­ 
ond Corps co mma nder.

County Supports Hikers' Protest 


Marin 
County 
supervisors 
pledged their support yesterday 
to maintaining public access to 
the forested Baltimore Canyon 
near Larkspur — even if it 
means going to court. 
However, they said, as 
long 
as a negotiated settlement with 
the Tiscornia Estate remains 
possible the county will put off 
suing. 
“ We have a right there and I 
d o n ' t think they can take it 
away,” said Chairman Louis H. 
Baar. “ We should continue to 
negotiate but if that doesn’t 
work out we will go in legally.” 


Hiking enthusiasts are wor­ 
ried that a six-foot chain link 
fence at the entrance to the 
canyon will eventually mean 
their exclusion. 
Since last summer, when sur­ 
vey stakes first dotted steep 
canyon slopes, hikers have been 
prodding 
the 
supervisors 
to 
take a hard line. 
Earlier this year, when fenc­ 
ing took the place of survery 
stakes and hikers were barred 
entrance except for a small gap 
in the chain-link barrier, the 
p r o t e s t became louder and 
stronger. 


Pierre W. Joske, director of 
the department of parks and 
recreation, told the board he 
felt the Tiscornia interests were 
willing to talk. In discussions 
with 
the 
estate’s 
attorney. 
Joske said he was assured the 
Tiscornia estate does not intend 
to withhold permission to hike 
up the canyon. 


However. A. Charles Brouse, 
chairman of the Larkspur Town 
Meeting, urged immediate ac­ 
tion.

Supervisors Michael Wornum 
and Peter R. Arrigoni assured 
Brouse that “ our policy is that 
public trails will remain open.”

more than five years.

•‘I was mostly stru ck by her 
cap acity to work hard, her 
determination,” say s Prof Mu r­ 
ray Sachs, Angela's adv iser in 
French literatu re.

One 
of her p rofessors was Marcu ­ 
se’s old M arx ist comp atriate, 
Theodor W. Adorno, who has 
since

p rofessor Oskar Negt. 
A fellow stu dent at Goethe 
Univ ersity say s Adorno and 
Marcu se both leaned heav ily to 
German p hilosop hers Kant and 
Hegel. 
"They held a deep seriou s­ 
ness abou t social inju stice,” he 
say s. 
“ They 
w ere 
against 
materialism in modern life and 
tau ght more abou t the logic of 
life.” 
When 
Miss 
Dav is 
first 
arriv ed in Frankfu rt, she liv ed 
in a residence for 1,000 foreign 
stu dents stu dy ing at Goethe 
which had an enrollm ent of 
abou t 17,000.

THE FOOD and Drug Admin­ 
istration, 
the 
federal 
agency 
charged with policing most of 
the food industry — the Depa rt­ 
ment of Agriculture has juris­ 
diction over m ea t and poultry 
plant sanitation — lacks author­ 
ity to go into a tood plant with­ 
out a p p r o v a l of company 
executives. 


It has to resort to voluntary 
action by industry, which has 
its own stake in 
maintaining 
the 
purity 
of 
food 
products. 
Limited to the use of persua­ 
sion. the FDA has issued what 
it calls “ Good Manufacturing 
P ra ctices" guidelines designed 
to 
improve 
plant 
sanitation 
standards and make them uni­ 
form. 


It cla ims that between 65 and 
80 per cent of plants comply 
with these suggested guidelines, 
which a re of the most elem en­ 
tary type.

suggest “ adequate hand-wash­ 
ing fa cilities." “ effective sani­ 
tizing procedures" and “ proper 
storage tem pera tu res." 
Plants that produce meat and 
poultry items are required not 
only to maintain strict sa nita ­ 
tion standards but must pay for 
the services of government in­ 
spectors who watch operations 
on a continuous basis. 
BON VIVANT comes under 
these 
requirements 
when 
it 
produces its chicken ala king, 
lamb stew and other items con­ 
taining meat or poultry. But 
there is no government inspec­ 
tion required for its potato soup 
processing line. 
Yet FDA tests later on 214 of 
the company products, includ­ 
ing meat items, showed that up 
to 2.8 per cent of them had 
defects such as swollen cans. 
The acceptable average is .5 
per cent. 
These results mean that even 
continuous government supervi­ 
sion was not enough to prevent 
defective 
processing 
methods 
and potentially dangerous prod­ 
ucts getting by. The National 
Canners 
Association 
recently 
inspected the Bon Vivant plant 
and pronounced it a cceptable. 
But the FDA had not inspect­ 
ed the plant recently, according 
to spokesmen for the agency. In 
fact, the agency does not have 
enough inspectors to visit even 
half of the nation's food plants 
each yea r and some p 1 a n t s 
more 
than once e v e r y 
six 
yea rs. 
INSPECTION 
IS also ha m ­ 
pered by the necessity of get­ 
ting 
prior 
approval of 
plant 
executives. Few companies re­ 
fuse such permission, but those 
companies 
may 
be 
the 
ones 
most in need of plant improve­ 
ments. Bon Vivant has cooper­ 
ated with FDA in the past. But 
the last FDA inspection there 
was in 1 9 6 6 . 
FD A has more power to pun­ 
ish a company than to prevent 
defective products. It can test 
items on public sale and can 
ask the company to recall them 
at the com pa ny’s expense. The 
FDA can also seize and confis­ 
ca te the items if the company 
refuses to recall them. But that 
may be too late to prevent seri­ 
ous illnesses from defects that 
might have shown up in inspec­ 
tion. 
Occasional 
human 
error is 
impossible to avoid. But con­ 
sumers can be on the alert for 
swollen cans, a sign that botu- 
linum is present. And they can 
refuse to buy otherwise defec­ 
tive 
cans 
regardless 
of 
how 
cheap they m a y be.

Frank Quinn, Hub Recreation 
Director, Submits Resignation 


San Anselmo Recreation Di­ 
re c t o r Frank L. Quinn last 
night resigned his position after 
nearly 18 years with the city. 
He said he was quitting for 
personal reasons. 
Quinn's resignation, in which 
he teimed his employment an 
‘‘enjoyable and rewarding ex­ 
perience." was submitted to the 
city council and will take effect 
Sept. 1. 
It follows by two weeks a 
council budget session at which 
Quinn, 68. in an emotional ap­ 
peal for more recreation funds, 
threatened to quit on the spot. 
He was talked out of the deci­ 
sion that time by councilmen 


who allocated $900 additional to 
the city's summer recreation 
program. 
At a later budget meeting, 
disgruntled councilmen harshly 
criticized 
the 
recreation 
di­ 
rector for promising summer 
jobs to students without inform­ 
ing the council or having the 
necessary funds in his budget. 
Quinn was appointed recrea­ 
tion director last year when 
that department was split from 
the parks department. 
Pre­ 
viously he held both jobs. 
He was originally hired in 
1953 as a part-time recreation 
director. The park maintenance 
duties were turned over to the 


public works department be­ 
cause Quinn said the job was 
too much for one man. 
Quinn, whose nickname is 
Ninny (Italian for “ little” since 
he s t a n d s five feet, seven 
inches), had been active in 
sports in Marin since his high 
school days at Tamalpais High 
School. 
He held sway at Tam from 
1922-25 and was winner of the 
school's first “ all-star” award 
in 1923. In those days, to win 
such an honor, an athlete had to

The 
San 
Rafael 
Planning 
Commission 
last 
night 
ap­ 
proved preliminary plans for 
107 townhouses on the Manuel 
T. Freitas Parkway, and also 
instructed the developers to 
make plan changes, to meet 
some objections. 
On 27 hillside acres near the 
northwest border of the city, 
the houses would be clustered 
on 12 acres and 15 acres would 
be kept as open space. 


The commission asked the de­ 
veloper, Gonzalez and Ober- 
kamper, to move the proposed 
four-lane street as far away 
from the back property line of 
the houses on Butternut Drive 
as possible and to provide for 
extension of the street past the 
27 acres to the city limits. The 
commission also asked for a 
bicycle path beside the street 
and landscape planting in the 
area between the street and the 
back yard line of the houses on 
Butternut Drive. 


Attorney Eugene W. Doyle, 
representing residents of But- 
t e r n u t Drive, said that the 
street on a hilltop in back of 
their homes would present a 
traffic hazard as the street 
would be higher than the hous­ 
es. He also said the cutting of 
the hill and grading for the 
street would make the embank­ 
ments u n s a f e at the rear of 
these houses. 


The commission asked for a 
full soils report when precise 
plans for the development are 


submitted at some unspecified 
date. 
Kenneth Charshaf of 2 San 
Mateo Court, representing the 
residents of that street, said 
that they did not support the 
project. “ If the development 
must go through, then we want 
to protect the 15 acres of open 
space,” he said. 
Commissioner 
Thomas 
R. 
O’Toole, acting chairman in the 
absence of Chairman Joseph J. 
Gargarino, told Charshaf that it 
would be up to the city attorney 
to decide the method of pre­ 
serving the open spaces. He 
said it could be done by cove­ 
nant or outright deed. 
Approximately 50 residents 
from the area attended the 
meeting, and the few who spoke 
mainly objected to the width 
and extension of Freitas Park­ 
way as a four lane street. 
O'Toole said that it had been 
planned as a connector street 
s i n c e 1954 by both Marin 
County and San Rafael. 
Planning Director Herbert G. 
Hotchner told the group that 
these were only preliminary 
plans. The commission and San 
Rafael City Council will each 
hold public hearings on the pre­ 
cise plans and the Parkway ex­ 
tension. Hotchner said.

Stricter zoning controls and a 
new eastside parkway were 
recommended as means of con­ 
trolling growth last night at the 
Petaluma City Council meeting. 
In joint session with the plan­ 
ning commission, the council 
heard a s t a t u s report from 
planning consultant Sidney Wil­ 
liams on plans to revitalize sec­ 
tions of the city and to gain 
better control over new growth. 
Williams said his plan shows 
less urban expansion into agri­ 
cultural areas and calls for 
more compactness of develop­ 
ment and a greater variety of 
housing types. 
He said that if the city moni­ 
tors growth closely for five 
years and keeps control over it. 
school and park facilities can 
catch up with the rapid residen­ 
tial development of past years. 
He recommended a circum­ 
ferential parkway be located 
midway between Ely and Old 
Adobe roads as a new collector 
street for the eastside. “ It 
would give coherence to the 
form of Petaluma,” Williams 
said, showing on a map that it 
would connect with the westside 
road system for a complete 
loop of the city. 
Councilmen and planners did 
not disagree with the plan, but 
questioned the cost of the new 
four-mile road. Williams said a 
full parkway plan could cost 


City Mgr. Robert H. Meyer 
objected to the plan because 
more sales tax money is needed 
to keep property taxes within 
bounds. He said he did not be­ 
lieve that restricting commer­ 
cial g r o w t h in other areas 
would improve the business cli­ 
mate for downtown stores. 


The men generally agreed 
that if a regional shopping cen­ 
ter were to locate in Petaluma 
it would not be based on the 
Eastside Plaza because of traf­ 
fic problems. 


The planners also called for a 
new route to the coast so that 
travelers need not go through 
downtown Petaluma. Williams 
suggested Skiliman Lane, north 
of the city, be improved for that 


$.500,000, but that the city could 
use state and federal grants as 
well as gasoline tax money. 


The planning report recom­ 
mended no further zoning for 
industrial uses since it estimat­ 
ed that currently zoned land 
would be sufficient for at least 
15 years. 
The plan also called for a halt 
in commercial expansion in the 
area near Petaluma Plaza as a 
means of strengthening the 
downtown core area.

Milton McDonogh, operator of 
the ferry between Tiburon and 
Angel Island. 
The attorney for Harbor Car­ 
riers. John G. Lyons, argued 
that McDonogh’s service was 
inadequate to meet the de­ 
mand. He presented evidence 
that McDonogh had to leave 
people behind at the Tiburon 
dock during the past two week­ 
ends because his two ferries 
were filled to capacity. 
McDonogh's 
attorney. 
Wil­ 
liam P. Clecak. countered that 
no one had to wait more than 15 
minutes, and said the delays 
were only at peak hours. Most 
of the runs, he said, were made 
with the two vessels only half 
full, according to Clecak.

Park said the occupants ot 
the new section will be a select 
group of inmates who will be 
permitted outside exercise for 
the first time. Inmates in the 
other two Death Row units still 
will be restricted to exercise 
within their cell blocks. 
He said a small exercise yard 
adjacent to the adjustment cen­ 
ter will be used for 90 minutes 
of daily exercise by men of the 
new unit. 
The current death row popu­ 
lation of 97 is housed in single 
cells on the top floor of the 
north block —- the original 


death row — and on the top 
floor of the adjustment center, 
an annex opened in 1966. 


Park said all of the new cells 
would not be needed at once, 
although the addition will give 
death row a capacity of 105 
inmates. 
Further 
expansion 
could be made, if needed, to the 
remainder of the adjustment 
center's second floor , Park 
said. 
The death row population has 
grown steadily in recent years 
as juries, despite legal chal­ 
lenges of the death penalty, 
have continued to mete out 
death sentences.

Council Hears Protest 
On 'Bogus' Resolution 


An embarrassed Tiburon City 
Council last night got caught 
with an officially published no­ 
tice of a resolution supposedly 
passed at a meeting that hadn’t 
yet taken place. 


The rhubarb came about be­ 
cause of the deadline of a week­ 
ly newspaper, according to City 
Mgr. Bert A. B a 1 m e r , who 
claimed along with the city at­ 
torney, Robert I. Conn, that the 
procedure was “ perfectly le­ 
gal.” 
At issue was a hearing to be 
scheduled 
for 
residents 
of 
Strawberry. Bel Aire. Bay View 
Heights, Eagle Rock. Pelican 
Hills and Tiburon Hills to pro­ 
test annexation to the city. 
Apparently, in order to meet 
l he deadline of the Ebbtide, 
Conn delivered to the weekly 
newspaper last Friday a legal 
notice saying that the council 
had adopted a resolution last 
night setting the hearing for 
July 28 by a 4-to-0 vote. 
According to the notice "ap­ 
proved” at the imaginary meet­ 
ing, only Councilman Branwell 
D. Fanning was absent, where- 


as at last night’s flesh-and- 
blood meeting, both Fanning 
and Mayor Dennis T. Rice were 
absent. 


Although the paper has a 
dateline of today, copies of it 
came out yesterday and were 
being waved about in the coun­ 
cil chambers by angry resi­ 
dents of the areas proposed for 
annexation. 


A Strawberry resident asked 
if the resolution had been “ vot­ 
ed on in private,” and a woman 
from E a g 1 e Rock said that 
“ moral structure was sadly 
lacking” on the council. 
Two of the three councilmen 
present last night decided to 
rerun the notice after voting to 
set the hearing first for Aug. 9 
and later in the evening for 
Aug. 4. 
Councilman Albert H. Sennett 
voted against the second resolu­ 
tion, saying “ no amount of pro­ 
testations . . . are going to 
convince certain people that 
there is anything but a conspir­ 
acy under way.”

Budget For Transit 
District Is Adopted 


Marin County Transit District 
directors yesterday adopted a 
$1,065,890 budget for the new 
fiscal year and continued the 
district’s maximum property 
tax rate of 5 cents per $100 
assessed valuation. 
Of the total budget, $723,270 
was earmarked for a reserve to 
be used possibly for purchase of 
the Northwestern Pacific Rail­ 
road right-of-way and for ex­ 
pansion of the Golden Gate 
Bridge 
District’s intracounty 
bus service. 
Carryover funds from last fis­ 
cal year totaled $744,203, and 
revenue from the property tax 
will total $321,687 this fiscal 
year. The same tax rate raised 
$297,080 last year before in­ 
creased assessment ratios and 
valuations. 
The new budget’s largest cat­ 
egory of expenses was $324,920 
for contractual services. This 
included $150,000 to subsidize 
the bridge district’s intracounty 
bus service to start in Decem­ 
ber, $75,000 for demonstration.1 
projects by Marin Transit Sys­ 
tems Inc., $ 5 4,0 0 0 for the

Don't Blame The Light 
For What It Exposes 


When city, district or county 
hoard members take it upon 
themselves to reach decisions 
in secret “ for the good of the 
people, ’ they would do well to 
first c o n s i d e r some of the 
words of U.S. Supreme Court 
justices in their 6-3 decision 
freeing the press to publish 
“ secrets'* from a history of 
I*.S. involvement in Vietnam 
prepared for the Pentagon. 
The justices cited legal rea­ 
sons for denying the executive 
department the right of injunc­ 
tion a g a i n s t the press. But 
some of them went farther to 
recall the reasons for the First 
Amendment to the Constitution 
itself. And it applies all down 
the line — not just in Washing­ 
ton. 
FOR 
INSTANCE, 
Justice 
Hugo L. Black: 
“ In the First Amendment the 
Founding Fathers gave the free 
press the protection it must 
have to fulfill its essential role 
in our democracy. The press- 
was to serve the governed, not 
the governors . . . The press 
was protected so that it could 
bare the secrets of government 
and inform the people . . . In 
revealing the workings of gov­ 
ernment that led to the Viet­ 
nam 
War, 
the 
newspapers 
nobly did precisely that which 
the founders hoped and trusted 
they would do.” 
And 
further, 
said 
Justice 
Black: 
“ Secrecy in government is 
fundamentally anti-democratic, 
perpetuating bureaucratic er­ 
rors. Open debate and discus­ 
sion of public issues are vital to 
our national health.” 
JU ST IC E PO TTER STEW ­ 
ART. concurring, went farther, 
hitting 
at 
the 
bureaucratic 
practice of stamping “ secret”

on anything that may sometime 
prove embarrassing. 
“ I should suppose." he wrote, 
“ that 
moral, 
political 
and 
practical considerations would 
dictate that a very first princi­ 
ple . . . would be an insistence 
upon avoiding secrecy for its 
own sake. For when everything 
is classified, them nothing is 
classified, and the system be­ 
comes one to be disregarded by 
the cynical or careless and to 
be manipulated by those intent 
on self-protection of self-promo­ 
tion." 
In this. J u s t i c e Stewart 
touched the probable reason for 
much of the executive depart­ 
ment's anxiety over the publi­ 
cation of a history of events 
running back through four ad­ 
ministrations. 
For, 
although 
the government held publica­ 
tion of the Pentagon documents 
threatened “ grave and irrepar­ 
able" injury to the public inter­ 
est, much of its alarm no doubt 
was because such publication 
threatened grave — and possi­ 
bly irreparable — injury to the 
reputations of a series of men 
who had made decisions in se­ 
cret, and then had misled the 
public as to what those deci­ 
sions were. 
THE NUB of the case was 
put a long time ago by a Presi-. 
dent of the United States, much 
more 
succinctly 
and 
neatly 
than the ringing pronounce­ 
ments of the justices. It was 
President Theodore Roosevelt 
who said: 
“ If trouble comes from hav­ 
ing the light turned on. remem­ 
ber it is not really due to the 
light but to the misconduct 
which is exposed.” 
That, too, is something for all 
officials and bureaucrats — big 
and small — to remember. 


Zenger Laid The Foundation 


For Times, Post, And The Rest

SACRAMENTO (CNS — A very impor­ 
tant historical figure has been completely 
ignored in all those discussions of free­ 
dom of the press which have been taking 
place during the past few weeks. 
'The right of exposing arbitrary power 
by speaking and writing the truth" was 
established for the press in a firm man­ 
ner before the American Revolution, 
when a jury in 1735 allowed a New York 
printer. John Peter Zenger. to print arti­ 
cles in conflict with the colonial govern­ 
ment. 
Ever since, it has been really quite 
simple to obtain agreement from public 
officials or even private persons of the 
ethical truth of the concept that no law 
should be made which could be consid­ 
ered '-abridging the freedom of speech, 
or of the press, or of the right of the 
people peaceably to assemble and to 
petition the government for a redress of 
grivances." 
THIS SIM PLE agreement on press 
freedom usually can be expected to hold 
right up until the persons so much in 
favor of press freedom have a little self- 
interest item facing the gentlemen of the 
Fourth Estate. In fact, you will find a 
direct gauge measured on a scale be­ 
tween fearless and irresponsible journal­ 
ism in relation to the amount of innocent 
little evasive substance necessary to 
lightly cover over some minor msignfi- 
cant violation of public trust.

President John Adams was the first 
major political figure to find a really 
efficient means of handling a trouble­ 
some press. He had a law passed called 
the Alien and Sedition Act of 1798, which 
gave him the right to throw offending 
journalists into jail. This system failed 
when the dirty scroundels were able to 
publish their offensive journals with the 
aid of equally base acquaintances. 
This perfectly great tool for bureau­ 
crats was tossed out by Thomas Jeffer­ 
son and his friend James Madison when 
they drafted the Kentucky and Virginia 
resolutions. These documents established 
the “ right of freely examining public 
charters and measures" and further es- 
t a b 1 i s h e d the concept that any law 
“ which does abridge the freedom of the 
press, is not law, but is altogether void 
and of no effect." 
THE REA L CLINCHER came when 
journalists made refusal to being pushed 
around by politicians, mob rule, or even 
the PTA president a virtue. William 
Lloyd Garrison set the example for the 
whole journalism profession in 1835. A 
lynch mob which dragged him through 
the streets of Boston in an attempt to 
quiet an objectionable view could not 
errrorize him into stopping a single issue. 
Garrison wrote: “ I am aware that 
many object to the severity of my lan­ 
guage. On this subject I do not wish to 
think or speak or write with moderation. 
Urge me not to use moderation in a cause 
like the present. I am in earnest. I will 
not equivocate. I will not excuse. I will 
not retreat a single inch, and I will be 
heard.” 
Thus it has always been that the right 
of a free press is a cornerstone of our 
nation. It is not just something to satisfy 
the whim of a young eager reporter or 
caprice of a publisher. It is. rather, the 
right and obligation of the American 
press to represent every single citizen of 
the land. The right was put in the Consti­ 
tution in order that the people would be 
given a guarantee to know what their 
government was doing. 
THIS RIGHT to report and com­ 
ment freely serves as an essential check 
upon government, which tends to assume 
more and more authority. We must all 
realize that the free press combats the 
development of arbitary power by the 
right to criticize freely the conduct of 
public men. Corruption in public office 
* thrives in secrecy. 
No president, no governor, no mayor, 
no school board or insignificant town has 
a right to avoid public observation at 
such time as he decides on a public life. 
The concept of freedom of press has 
evolved to mean an absence of definite 
restrictions for the good of all the people.

The headline of the news item in The 
Independent-.Journal on July 7, “ Fairfax 
Unit Announces Plans to Fight Growth.” 
is totally misleading. We are fully in 
accord with the master plan, drawn up 
by Albert Solnit, chief of advanced plan­ 
ning for Marin County. This plan was 
approved by the Fairfax Planning Com­ 
mission on Jan. 10, 1968. We approve a 
natural growth of population, hut we 
cannot accept a rapid increase that will 
overburden our facilities and increase 
our taxes. 
A recently posted sign reads “ Marin 
Town and Country Open for Final Year." 
It is our belief that the people of Fairfax 
value this unique area deeply enough to 
lake whatever steps are necessary to 
save it from destruction. Now is the time- 
:o let the Fairfax City Council know what 
vou think about it.

School Residence 
Voting Precedent 


One side issue of registering 18-year- 
olds in California to vote has been the 
matter of whether a student should vote 
at his school residence or in the district 
in which his parents live. The claim is 
that it is hard to know where to register 
them for there is no precedent. 


I know of one near-precedent. In the 
spring of 1952, a group of married veter­ 
ans at the University of Cincinnati in­ 
cluding Mrs. Durr and myself attempted 
to register in Cincinnati. Some ot us 
were local and some out-of-towners. The 
issue was complicated because the uni­ 
versity was collecting non-resident tui­ 
tion from all veterans even if they lived 
across the street. We finally won our 
point by getting two of the local papers 
interested in such ludicrous situations as 
people being “ residents" in towns their 
parents had moved to after they had 
started to college and which they had 
never seen. Further, they were by that 
time heads of their own families. 


The precedent is not exact. All the 
people in this situation were married, all 
over 21. and most were parents. Also, it 
was in Ohio, not California. But. we did 
not stage a radical “ take-over" of Cincin­ 
nati. most of us (but not all) voted for 
Eisenhower.

Bias In Column 
On Medi-Cal Suit 


Whether intentionally or through igno­ 
rance, Rus Walton, in a recent I-J col­ 
umn. gave a distorted “ analysis" of the 
recent court decision that the Depart­ 
ment of Health Care Services’ cutbacks 
in the Medi-Cal program were illegal. 
Since Mr. Walton is a former member of- 
Governor Reagan's administration, bias 
must be suspected in his comments. 
Mr. Walton notes that the “ hard-head­ 
ed" director of California’s Department 
of Health Care Services on Dec. 15. 1970, 
cut Medi-Cal fees and service “ as an 
emergency measure" and that he conse­ 
quently was “ hauled into court” by Cali­ 
fornia Medical Association and others 
who “ complained that the cuts were un- 
n e c e s s a r y and illegal" and that he 
“ should have held public hearings on the 
reductions.” 
What Mr. Walton failed to reveal is 
that such hearings are required by law, 
and that the CMA suit was over cutbacks 
in health services needed by the poor, 
and had absolutely nothing to do with the 
reduced fees paid to doctors, dentists, 
and other providers. And, he quickly 
dismissed the fact that the court upheld 
CMA and its associates in the suit on 
every point. Chances are the judge was 
better qualified than Mr. Walton to ren­ 
der a considered judgment on the matter 


In short. Mr. Walton’s column was 
slanted in favor of the director of health 
care services and against the Medi-Cal 
patients who were forced to forego need­ 
ed health care services — and against 
fact, truth and accuracy.

Questions Raised 
By Bennett Case 


The recent (William M.) Bennett case 
raises more questions than it answered. 
Was the availability of a group of per­ 
sonal friends of Bennett as witnesses, the 
reason why the second arrest was tried 
first?

If the jury verdict had been allowed to 
stand, could not Bennett’s attorney have 
appealed it? Is it not possible that in such 
case we might ultimately have found out 
just who was lying? 
If this was a trumped-up case as im­ 
plied by reversal of the jury verdict, 
were not the policemen and the doctor at 
Marin General guilty of perjury? Accord­ 
ing to the I-J. Smallman has subsequent­ 
ly convicted two or three defendants who 
were also arrested in Sausalito. on simi­ 
lar charges. If the police are not to be 
believed, should not these cases also have 
been dismised’1 Even if the individuals 
involved pleaded guilty, isn’t it possible 
that they did so through fear, stupidity or 
simply lack of witnesses? 
Does not the handling of this case tend 
to clinch the claim by minority groups, 
that the rich and influential can get off 
easy while the poor and unimportant get 
convicted? 
Only two points were really answered. 
Smallman had the legal authority to re­ 
verse the jury's verdict and mere knowl­ 
edge of the law does not necessarily 
produce common sense and good judg­ 
ment.

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REDWOOD CITY, Calif. — Rep. Paul 
McCloskey. the California 
Republican 
who is out to derail President Nixon, may 
well end up derailing himself right out of 
Congress. 
One thing is evident: McCloskey may 
look like a big shot in Washington by 
showering his denunciations on the Presi-. 
dent and United States for war crimes in 
Vietnam, but he doesn't look the same 
here in his home district. 
To the extreme doves and others on the 
New L e f t who want to rush all U.S. 
forces out of Vietnam regardless of the 
consequences, Representative McCloskey 
may appear to be an overnight hero, but 
to most of his constituents here in Cali­ 
fornia's 11th Congressional District, he 
looms quite differently. 
He appears like somebody they wish 
they hadn’t elected and aim to defeat in 
next year’s GOP primary. 
Thus while McCloskey is busy with his 
dump-Nixon and elect-McCloskey-Presi- 
dent campaign, Republican leaders in 
this 11th District are now- getting busy 
with their re-elect-Nixon and dump-Mc- 
Closkey-as-congressman campaign. 
THIS ISN’T JUST speculation nor 
wishful thinking. There is evidence that 
the anti-McCloskev forces are gaining 
strength — and mean business. 
The California Republican Assembly 
has 
openly censured 
McCloskey and 
urged that he take himself out of the 
Republican Party. 
Recently, planning a major rally in the 
heart of his own district, members of the 
CRA voted not to invite McCloskey as a 
speaker. Instead they deliberately chose 
Rep. Charles Gubser of the neighboring 
10th District because they knew Gubser 
was a firm supporter of the President’s 
steady Vietnam withdrawal program and 
because they were confident he would 
speak out against McCloskey’s actions 
and accusations. 
He did. And then some. 
THESE ARE THE EA RLY signals 
showing that McCloskey is in trouble

where it hurts — in his home congres­ 
sional district — and it is probable that 
his trouble is going to grow. 


Congressman Gubser, usually a moder­ 
ate and mild-spoken man, didn’t hold 
anything hack and the Republican voters 
here showed they liked it. 
G u b s e r told them that in his view 
McCloskey was practicing “ McCarthy- 
ism" by making u n p r o v e d charges 
against the United States and he saw 
McCarthyism turning into “ McCloskey- 
ism.” 
“ When any one,” Gubser declared at 
the CRA rally in nearby Burlingame, 
“ reaches the point where he accuses his 
own country of engaging in a policy of 
genocide and indiscriminate bombing of 
civilians in Laos, when he says this 
nation is guilty of war crimes like those 
for which the Nuremburg trials decreed 
the penalty of death — this is a disserv­ 
ice to our nation, to the two and one-half 
million young men who served in South­ 
east Asia, and to the 50,000 men who 
have given their lives there.” 


P R O B A B L Y

realize that 
McCloskey 
was 
a 
dedicated 
all-out, 
bomb-nearly-everything hawk on the eve 
of the 1968 GOP primary when he ran 
against Shirley Temple Black. He told 
people I have talked with that the United 
States ought to pour all the forces into 
Vietnam needed to win, ought to bomb all 
the infiltration routes and destroy Hai­ 
phong as a useable harbor, whatever it 
might do to Russian and British ships 
and crewmen. 
He changed this stance when friends 
told him he couldn't possibly get elected 
with such a campaign. 
In New Hampshire a few days ago he 
said that he is “ gradually moving toward 
the feeling I would like to be President.” 
Here in his 11th District of California, 
his constituents are less gradually “ mov­ 
ing toward the feeling” they would like to 
see him neither President nor congress­ 
man. 


Most Tailgate Murderers 
Don't Need To Carry Guns 


By ERN EST B. F IRG lRS O N 
WASHINGTON — The people in and 
around this capital are much less dis­ 
turbed today about the world-famous 
Pentagon papers than they are about the 
senseless shooting of a Vietnam-bound 
naval officer and his son in what the 
papers call the “ tailgate murders.” The 
two were killed when the lieutenant com­ 
mander stepped out of his car to admon­ 
ish a smart-aleck who drove too close 
behind him and then cut dangerously in 
front of him — and the smart-aleck hap­ 
pened to be packing a .38 pistol. 
The incident has rekindled in some 
offices and households those old argu­ 
ments about race which had lain mostly 
quiet during this hot summer (although 
the nonracial nature of the shooting 
shows in the fact that the information 
leading to arrest of the black defendant 
came from other black citizens). It also 
has our more emotional firearms fans 
shouting again that they should be free to 
arm themselves against the day of even­ 
tual civil war, and gun control advocates 
swearing just as intensely that this is yet 
another example of why handguns should 
be outlawed. 
I JOIN THE LATTER view about guns. 
I also believe the scrape took place to 
start with not because the victims were 
white and the murderer was black, but 
instead because he was one of a class of 
hundreds of thousands of Americans who 
toy around the edges of murder every 
time they slip behind a steering wheel. 
Very few of them carry or even possess 
guns. Many of them are unconscious of 
what they are going — while others are 
arrogant about it, and dare anybody to 
challenge them. The police could clamp 
down on their crimes overnight, but un­ 
accountably refuse to do so. 
These thousands of criminals are tail- 
gaiers, operating on every highway in 
the United States. They are particularly 
dangerous in these summer months of 
high-speed freeway driving, of cars load­ 
ed with kids and vacation gear, of long 
traveling days, fatigue and accompany­ 
ing loss of alertness. But the tailgater is 
always there, at every season. 


MORE OFTEN than not, he drives a 
big car. There must be a statistical cor­ 
relation between length of car and ag­ 
gressiveness of driving. For each surplus 
foot of automobile, you can assume ap­ 
proximately 5 per cent of added arrog­ 
ance behind the wheel. For each extra 
symbol of power, such as jacked-up rear

end, gutted muffler and oversized tires, 
add another 5 per cent. 
The psychology seems to be that any­ 
body who has spent a foolish amount of 
money on an automobile has an automat-’ 
ic right to more of the highway than 
sensible people who prefer to drive nor­ 
mal cars and put their cash balance into 
things that matter. 
Thus, when you are in a 70 m.p.h. zone 
passing other cars on your right, the 
tailgater rushes up behind you and starts 
flashing his lights in your mirrror for you 
to get out of his way immediately —■ no 
matter that you are already driving on 
the speed limit and there is nowhare for 
you to go. .So there he sits, holding 70 and 
f u r i o u s because he can’t resume 85, 
blinking his lights, distracting you in 
t r a f f i c , riding six feet off your rear 
bumper. A blowout, a dog in the road, 
any kind of mechanical malfunction and 
you and he botli will be dead, along with 
your passengers and the unlucky people 
in the lane alongside. 
THE RU LE OF THUMB, and the law 
in most states, is that safe driving means 
allowing one car length of space between 
yourself and the car ahead for each 10 
miles of speed — under good weather 
conditions. 
By this measure, a man 
wheeling a 20-foot monster at 70 m.p.h. 
should be 140 feet back. But try to find a 
trooper enforcing that rule. 
If you yourself try to observe it, some 
lane-jumper will whip around you and 
into the space ahead so that you have a 
choice of tailgating him or dropping hack 
to a safe distance, at which point still 
another congenital tailgater will repeat 
the process. 
Not all of these fools are adolescent 
hot-rodders, although the operators of 
souped-up machines are the ones who 
tailgate most intentionally and make the 
most noise about it. Overweight cigar- 
smokers are also common offenders — 
cigars go with long cars and express best 
the tailgater’s attitude of “ Get out of my 
way, you underprivileged yokel; don’t, 
you recognize a big-shot’s car when you 
see one?” 
BUT A HIGH proportion of offenders 
also are just your average oblivious driv­ 
ers, in a hurry to get home and with no 
apparent conception of what happens to 
the occupants of two two-ton cars that 
smash together. 
They operate not only on the inter­ 
states, but also on winding mountain 
roads. Their crime is one of the most 
visible and dangerous on the books, but 
police virtually never make arrests for it. 
Instead they busy themselves ticketing 
housewives for parking within 40 feet of 
intersections and other einous offenses 
— until a smash-up occurs, w'hen they 
finally charge one driver with “ following 
too closely.” 
The trouble is that too often the drivers 
involved are at the morgue — just as 
dead as if they were shot with a .38 
pistol.

one, and I hope all its citizens 
take their bicycles down to city 
hall and register them. This 
makes stolen or lost bikes much 
easier to return to their owners. 
I ALSO GOT a call from the 
Peter Pan Chapter of the Chil­ 
dren's Home Society, which has 
been 
registering 
bicycles 
countywide since 1967. 
The chapter maintains a 24- 
hour switchboard for owners to 
report thefts and finders to call 
when they discover an aban­ 
doned bike. Avrill Pierce of 
Greenbrae, last year’s licensing 
chairman, said 50 bicycles were 
returned to their owners last 
year. 
For a $1 fee. the owner gets a 
decal to be placed on the bike 
which gives an identification 
number and a telephone num­ 
ber to call if the bike is found. 
Mrs. Pierce said her group 
works with Parent-Teacher As­ 
sociations 
at 
almost 
every 
school in Marin and has regis­ 
tered in excess of 3,000 bicy­ 
cles—surely only a fraction of 
Marin’s total—since 1967. The 
license is good for two years. 
Schemes for the future uni­ 
form registration of bikes in 
Marin—including a countywide 
system and inclusion of bicy­ 
cles in the computerized stolen 
car registry run by police—ex­ 
ist in the minds of many, but 
until one of these materializes 
the Children's Home Society 
system is the closest thing to a 
licensing program for all of 
Marin. 


As any reporter can attest, 
some stories refuse to die. 
Most articles have a begin­ 
ning, a middle and a definite 
end. The reporter hears of the 
story, does one or more inter­ 
views, writes it and that’s that. 
„ I here are exceptions, though. 
Sometimes a story will stay 
alive because people call the 
reporter to make additions to it. 
Sometimes it turns out there 
are a lot of things to add. 
T h i s was the case with a 
piece I did recently on the 
alarming rate of bicycle thefts 
in Marin. I made the point— 
already suspected by many— 
that bike thefts were getting to 
be big business. 
The story appeared, and my 
telephone hasn’t stopped ring­ 
ing since. 
THE FIRST CALL I got was 
from John W. Jaeger, chief of 
the Belvedere Police Depart­ 
ment. When he began the con­ 
versation with, “ I ’ve got a bone 
to pick with you,” 1 got the 
feeling—don't ask me how— 
that I ’d done something wrong. 
I had. I said in the story that 
Belvedere has no bicycle regis­ 
tration system. That’s wrong. It 
does. 
Jaeger, whom I quoted liber­ 
ally in the story, said many 
Belvedere residents read the 
article and called him to de­ 
mand why he, such a strong 
advocate of bike theft preven­ 
tion, doesn’t insist on a regis­ 
tration program in Belvedere.

Union Shop For Teachers/ 
Do They Really Want It?

“ Any teacher who is not a 
member of the association in 
good standing . .. shall as a 
condition of employment pay as 
a fee to the association an equal 
amount 
to the 
membership 
dues payable to the association, 
the NEA and thfe CTA . . . In 
the event that a teacher shall 
not pay such a fee directly to 
the association or authorize 
payment through .payroll de­ 
ductions, the board shall imme­ 
diately cause the termination of 
such teacher.” 


The language is from a col­ 
lective bargaining contract for 
Los Angeles city schools pro­ 
posed by Roger Kuhn, Califor­ 
nia 
Teachers 
Association 
regional director in Lo s Ange­ 
les. The “ association” to which 
it refers is United Teachers of 
Los Angeles, which was created 
by merger of the locals of the 
CTA and the AFL-CIO Califor­ 
nia Federation of Teachers. 
Kuhn had been an American 
Federation of Teachers organiz­ 
er before he was hired late in 
1969 by CTA, which announced 
with pride that he was a “ vet­ 
eran of 20 strikes and strike 
buildups.” 


REQUIREMENT 
THAT 
teachers pay dues whether or 
not they choose to join an or­ 
ganization was given further 
backing last month by CTA’s 
State Council of Education, the 
organization’s 
policy-making 
body. 


The council approved a re­ 
quirement that all CTA mem­ 
bers also must pay dues to their 
local CTA chapter and to the 
National Education Assoication,

Although NEA describes it- 
j 
self as a “ voluntary, independ- i 
ent" organization, union shop 
or “ agency shop'’ philosophy is | 
not new to it. A platform adopt­ 
ed at its 1966 national conven­ 
tion called in one article for 
“ recognition of the right of all 
educators to join organizations 
of their own choosing,” but in 
another urged: “ Unified profes­ 
sional dues in each state — a 
single fee to be collected by the 
local education association to 
cover local, state and national 
dues.” It is a short step from 
that to the checkoff, the agency 
shop, and loss of employment 
for refusal to pay union dues. 


IN URGING legislation to re­ 
quire “ agency shop” conditions 
in the public schools, NEA and 
its state affiliates — including 
CTA — claim to represent the 
great 
majority 
of teachers. 
Their claim is given substance 
by figures showing that the 
great majority belong to their 
organizations. 
This majority membership, 
however, may not be entirely 
voluntary. 
A California State Senate 
fact-finding committee in 1965 
reported that the right of Cali­ 
fornia public school teachers to 
join or refuse to join employee 
organizations 
of 
their 
own 
choosing was “ being interfered 
with, abridged, and violated on 
a widespread basis throughout 
the state.” It pointed to CTA as 
the 
culprit, 
citing instances 
where membership in CTA and 
its local chapters were made 
conditions of employment. 
IN 1969, Instructor magazine, 
which circulates primarily to 
elementary 
school 
teachers, 
took a poll to try to find out 
what teachers themselves think 
about compulsory membership 
(the “ agency shop” ). It report­ 
ed the results as follows: 
Of the teachers polled, 57.5 
per cent were opposed to being 
required to join a local teacher 
organization; 52.5 per cent re­ 
jected compulsory membership 
in a state organization, and 67.5 
per cent were against being 
forced to join a national organi­ 
zation. 
The mammoth teacher organ­ 
izations — both “ voluntary” 
NEA and admittedly labor un­ 
ion AFT — push for the union 
shop “ on behalf of the teach­ 
ers.” But if the Instructor's poll 
is to be credited, they do not

The Novato Sanitary District 
board has received a prelimi­ 
nary operating budget of $318,- 
5.10 1 971-72, up $30,112 from last 
year. 
The proposed budget is ex­ 
pected to boost the operating 
tax rate one cent, but the over­ 
all tax rate including bond re­ 
demption is slated to drop, ac­ 
cording to Dist. Mgr. Charles 
A. Joseph. 
In the N o v a t o plant zone, 
which includes most of the dis­ 
trict, the overall rate is expect­ 
ed to drop from 71,5 to 40 cents 
per $100 assessed valuation, Jo­ 
seph reported. 
The estimate of the break­ 
down is 32.5 cents for operating, 
3.5 cents toward repayment of 
the 1970 bonds and 4 cents to­ 
ward retirement of 1955 bonds. 
Joseph said the overall rate 
will drop because the district 
will have eliminated the 35 cent 
rate levied this year for capital 
improvements. 
The board, which received 
the budget Monday night, will 
consider adopting it at 6 p.m. 
July 22 at the N o r t h Marin 
County Water District office, 
Joseph said. 
In the area outside the Nova­ 
to plant zone where residents 
a r e n ’ t paying for the 1955 
bonds, the overall rate is ex­ 
pected to drop from 66.5 to 36 
cents. 
Directors haven’t taken any 
action on salary increases, but 
Joseph said the budget could 
accommodate up to a 5 per cent 
raise without changing the ex­ 
pected tax rate. 
He estimated that the dis­ 
trict’s assessed valuation has 
increased 16.7 per cent, includ­ 
ing the boost in the assessment 
ratio from 23 to 25 per cent of 
market value. 
The 
capital 
improvement 
fund, financed through connec­ 
tion charges, 
totals $142,400 
with the major project to be 
improvement to the Marin Vil­ 
lage pump station, Joseph said.

By definition, any one 10 y ears older than 
y ou are is old. This applies to the 15-y ear-old 
as well as to those who are 55. I do not 
sub scrib e to the idea that after 65, age does 
not m atter and b ey ond this every one is an­ 
cient. 
It was Bismarck who set the retirement age 
at 65. Nowaday s more workers reach this 
milestone than ever b efore. It will b e interest­ 
ing to follow future rules or customs relative 
to retirement age. Some authorities b elieve 
that our lab or force is too large 
now and the 65-y ear-olds are a 
drag on the economy . 


CERTAIN unions urge their 
memb ers to retire at 55 and 
some organizations are talking 
ab out retirement at 45. This 
may b e one way to get a pen­ 
sion and another job , too. 
From a m e d i c a l point of 
view, we are interested in keep­ 
ing older people healthy so they 
can enjoy a richer and more 
meaningful life.

while the Republica ns fa iled to 
a chiev e the a bso lute ma jo rity 
for which the milita ry junta 
ha d been ho ping . 


The military lead ers helped 
to form a coalition gov ern men t 
u n d er In on u , bu t then they per­ 
mitted the cou n try 's political 
life to d ev elop freely , raisin g n o 
opposition in 1965 when the Ju s­ 
tice Party , hav in g gain ed an 
absolu te majority in n ew elec­ 
tion s u n d er the lead ership of 
Su ley man Demirel, took ov er 
the rein s of gov ern men t alon e. 


The military lead ers con fin ed 
themselv es to issu in g occasion ­ 
al 
warn in gs from the back­ 
grou n d u n til, in mid -March of 
this y ear, they fin ally issu ed 
the u ltimatu m which forced De­ 
mirel an d his cabin et to resign , 
thu s d emon stratin g that, when 
the chips are d own , they are 
still the d ecisiv e power in the 
cou n try . 
Elev en y ears ago, the Tu rk­ 
ish gen erals actu ally assu med 
power; last March they on ly 
threaten ed a cou p. Bu t that is 
n ot the on ly d ifferen ce between 
the two ev en ts. On both occa­ 
sion s the in terv en tion of the 
military was preced ed by “ u n ­ 
rest” ; bu t the n atu re of that 
u n rest, as well as the attitu d e 
of lead in g military figu res to­ 
ward it, v aried con sid eraDy . 
In the sprin g of 1960, Tu rkish 
stu d en ts d emon strated again st 


actu al v iolation s of con stitu tion ­ 
al rights by the gov ern men t. 
Men d eres reacted with d ispro­ 
portion ately 
harsh 
measu res, 
proclaimin g a state of siege an d 
callin g in the army . The latter, 
howev er, felt it had been mis- 
u ed , sin ce the chief of the mili­ 
tary ju n ta, the later presid en t 
Gu rsel, had been forced to re­ 
sign as comman d an t of the lan d 
forces ju st a few weeks before 
the cou p as a resu lt of d iffer­ 
en ces with the au thoritarian 
gov ern men t. 


On M a r c h 12, 197 1, on the 
other han d , the military d e­ 
man d ed the establishmen t of a 
stron g cabin et, tu rn in g again st 
a gov ern men t which, partly as 
a resu lt of a split in the Ju stice 
Party , had become v irtu ally in ­ 
capable of action ; its au thority 
had been u n d ermin ed by a cor­ 
ru ption affair in v olv in g Demi- 
rel’s b r o t he r s an d it had 
loosen ed its grip on the rein s of 
gov ern men t d espite the 
fact 
that the activ ities of ex tremist 
an d an archist grou ps had at­ 
tain ed d an gerou s proportion s,' 
in clu d in g ban k robberies, ab­ 
d u ction s an d blood y clashes be­ 
tween left-win g an d right-win g 
organ ization s. 
There is an other d ifferen ce 
ev en more importan t. In 1960 
there was, at least at the ou t­ 
set, obv iou s u n an imity amon g 
the 
military 
con cern in g 
the 
c o u p , while this March su ch 
u n an imity d id n ot ex ist. 
No d etails are kn own abou t 
what happen ed in the army be­ 
fore an d immed iately followin g 
March 12, bu t the fact that, a 
few d ay s after pu blication of 
the 
military u ltimatu m, 
fiv e 
gen erals an d 10 colon els were 
forcibly pen sion ed an d lesser 
-pu n ishmen ts were imposed on 


some 5 0 ad d ition al oiticers (pre­ 
su mably majors an d captain s), 
in d icated that a grou p of offi­ 
cers was pu rsu in g goals which 


d id n ot fit in with the in ten tion s 
of the highest-ran kin g military 
lead ers. 
For the time bein g, the more 
mod erate military hav e m ain ­ 
tain ed the u pper han d . The n ew 
gov ern men t 
will 
en joy 
their 
protection an d their su pport in 
its steps again st trou blemakers. 
It remain s to be seen , howev er, 
whether the cabin et will be able 
to man age withou t abrid gin g 
civ il rights. 
It is also u n certain whether 
the program of reforms with 
regard to lan d , m i n 
i m u m 
wages, social secu rity , welfare 
an d ed u cation , which is to be 
u n d ertaken at the behest of the 
m i l i t a r y lead ers, goes far 
en ou gh to staisfy ev en the so­ 
cialist circles 
in the armed 
f o r c e s , n ot to speak of the 
ex tremists.

Costs Come Down 
On Sport Of Soiling 
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J , h! K W?Tuar.family is now commonplace, but 
how about the two-BOAT family. There'll be a lot 
more by the end of 1971, and it’s a lm os t a 
certainty the second boat w ill have sails. 
The boom in sailing is the 
recreational phenomenon of the 
past five years, and the statis­ 
tics 
indicate 
it’s continuing. 
Lndoubtedly it’s the result of 
the discovery that what used to 
be an expensive sport is now 
much cheaper — and just as 
exciting. 


ONE REASON for the change 
in attitude is the change in sail­ 
boats themselves. It used to be 
that owning a sailboat automat­ 
ically meant joining a yacht 
club. Nowadays many sailboat 
enthusiasts 
have 
their 
own 
yacht club in their backyard 
and trailer their boats to any 
water they like. 
Also, sailboats are now faster 
and more exciting to handle. 
They plane and skim over the 
water like power boats. They 
have simplified rigging that 
doesn’t require a large crew to 
handle, and above all they are 
now m a d e of sophisticated 
•jet-age materials that make 
them cheaper and within the 
economic reach of more people. 
These materials also make the 
manufacturing easier and the 
-maintaining effortless. 


IF YOU ARE b o r e d with 
power boats as many people 
are, the next logical step is to 
try sailing. You’ll discover an 
exhilaration that power boating 
can’t give and a sense of ac­ 
complishment that can be sur­ 
passed only by learning to fly. 
That sailing is a lively topic 
is obvious from some of the- 
questions we’ve been asked: 
Q. Are sails made of syn­ 
thetic materials worth the ex­ 
tra cost over cotton? 
A. From a practical stand­ 
point, yes. They can be stored 
wet and are mildew proof. Cot­ 
ton or canvas must be dried 
carefully 
before 
being 
put 
away. 
Q. What are good first texts 
. on sailing? 
A. There are thousands, but 
the three I like are: “ Sail in a 
Day” by George O’Day, Royces 
Sailing Illustrated; both avail­ 
able at boating bookstores and 
“ A Minimum Sailing Primer” 
at 50 cents from John C. Jones 


III, 56 Hawes St., Brookline, 
Mass, 02146. 
Q. Why are sails made of 
several pieces of material 
sewn 
together, 
instead 
of 
being in one piece? 
A. Mainly it’s a question of 
shape of the sail. Also seams 
give s t r e n g t h at points of 
strain, and anyway, most fab­ 
rics a r e n ’ t made in such 
widths. 
Q. In the shortest terms, 
tell me, how do you pick up a 
m o o r i n g 
under 
sail 
alone . . . ? 


A. Approach buoy from down­ 
wind on a course that would put 
mooring about a boat length to 
windward if you were to sail 
past it. On the approach, lower 
and secure jib. When mooring 
buoy is one boat length to wind­ 
ward, bring boat’s head into 
wind (luff). The craft’s momen­ 
tum allows it to coast up to 
buoy. Secure mooring line, then 
lower mainsail. It sounds com­ 
plicated, but watch an expert 
do it once, and you’re an ex­ 
pert. 
(). Which is better for sails, 
Terylene or Dacron. 
A. It’s the same material. 
Terylene is the British name, 
fairly common in the U.S., be­ 
cause they have produced it 
just a little cheaper. . . so it 
was imported. 
Q. What are the fastest sail­ 
boats? 
A. There are several types of 
very light catamarans that will 
beat any other type of sailing 
craft under “ average” condi­ 
tions. That means fairly light 
winds and calm water. Most 
will do 20 to 25 knots (23 - 28 
mph) easily. They are great fun 
but not very practical. C-class 
catamarans have to be clocked 
at 35 mph. 


Q. W h a t d o e s “close- 
hauled” mean? 
A. This is sailing against the 
wind, with the wind coming 
from ahead. A sailboat will not 
travel directly into the wind, 
but will make good speed in a 
direction that is only 45 to 50 
degrees off the direction from 
which the wind is coming.

End Near For Military Academy 


Eighty-year-old San 
Rafael 
Military Academy will cease 
operations in late July, barring 
an unforeseen financial wind­ 
fall. school officials said yester­ 
day. 
According 
to 
headmaster 
Derrick Whiting, 
the school 
“ has had it unless a fairy god­ 
mother turns up damn quick!” 
The school has been in a fi­ 
nancial bind for about a year. 
VNhiting said, and fund raising r 
projects have not raised the 
nearly $1 n illion needed to re­ 
open next fall. 
Colonel Whiting said that the 
school’s 140 students have fori 
the most part transferred to 
other schools. A nine-member 
staff, 
including 
maintenance 
personnel, is now manning the 
academy office and officially 
closing the school at Fifth and 
College avenues. 
The retired Army colonel said 
he does not know who will use 
the grounds in the fall, but offi­ 
cials of the Episcopal Diocese 
of California, which backed the 
school until last year and owns j 
the grounds, said they hope to; 
open a parochial school. 
Chancellor John Gallaher the j 
diocese’s 
lawyer, 
said 
“ the1 
church would like to have a 
school on the grounds and is j 
moving in that direction.” Offi­ 
cials of the diocese are now 
meeting with "a group of inter­ 
ested people” who want an 
Episcopal school. 
Such a development would be 
in keeping with the widely cir­ 
culating 
rumor, 
last 
school 
year, that the academy could 
survive, retaining its ties with 
the diocese, if it would deem- 
phasize the military aspect and 
adopt a regimen thought by 
some more in keeping with a 
church school. 
There also were reports that 
a girls’ school would have con­ 
sidered a merger if trappings 
were dropped. The academy 
board, however, preferred to 
stand or fall with the military 
tradition. 
Gallaher said the San Rafael 
Academy was notified earlier in 
the year, that unless it was able 
to solve its financial problems, 
it would not be granted use of 
the grounds for next fall. How­ 
ever, according to Gallaher, the 
Diocese had to financially as­ 
sist the Academy in completing 
its 1970-71 term. 
Frank W. Heame, president 
of the academy’s board of trust­ 
ees, has not yet conceded de­ 
feat, however. “ No ball game is 
over until the final whistle is 
sounded,” he said. “ We are 
going to continue to pursue ev­ 
ery available financial avenue 
open to us as long as possible,” 
he said. But Hearne was pessi­ 
mistic.

Pottery 
Warning; 
No Recall 


WASHINGTON (UPI) -The 
Food and Drug Administration 
(FD> has advised consumers 
against storing acidic food and 
beverages in ceramic dinner- 
ware but has decided against a 
massive recall of pottery prod­ 
ucts. 
The FDA announced Tuesday 
it had discovered that foods and 
beverages sometimes 
absorb 
poisonous lead and cadmium 
from decorative decals on din- 
nerware. 
‘ ‘ S i n c e there is no ready 
jmeans to identify whether de- 
caled dinnerware already in 
use contains excessive levels of 
these metals, the 
consumer 
¡should not store acidic foods or 
beverages in such containers 
for prolonged periods of time, 
such as overnight.” the FDA 
said in a statement. 
“ Daily use of the dinnerware 
for food service will not pose 
any hazard,” it added. 
The FDA cited as examples 
of acidic items fruit juice, soft 
drinks, wines, cider, vinegar, 
sauerSraut, and tomatoes. 
Thomas W. Brown, compli­ 
ance director for the FDA Bu­ 
reau of Foods, said the decal 
hazard was discovered during 
FDA checks for lead and cad­ 
mium in pottery glaze. 
Brown said the decal hazard, 
although previously unknown, 
probably has existed for a dec­ 
ade. The FDA said millions of 
pieces of dinnerware were in­ 
volved, from cheap pottery to 
expensive china. 
Brown said the FDA consid­ 
ered a massive recall of all 
ceramic dinnerware, but decid­ 
ed the hazard was too slight 
and the recall problems too 
large for such a move. 
With the exception of hand 
painted items, most dinnerware 
decorations are by decal, the 
FDA said. Common decals in­ 
clude stripes around the rim 
and pictures of fruit or flowers, 
sometimes embossed.

Meets Marcuse 
Survivor Of Camp Ordeal Reports Attacker 
Entered His Tent 'Grumbling And Growling'

Davis 
from New York to Brandeis 
University on the outskirts of 
Boston in early September. 
1961, the 17-year-old girl showed 
little enthusiasm about entering 
the freshman year of college. 
She had been away from her 
parents and home in Birming­ 
ham, Ala., for two years, living 
with the Melishes in Brooklyn 
and attending the 
“ progres­ 
sive” Elisabeth 
Irwin 
High 
School in Greenwich Village. 
She had established considera­ 
ble independence but she was 
still a shy and aloof young 
person. 
French had been her most 
difficult subject at Elisabeth 
Irwin so, with the drive tc 
overcome any obstacle that was 
to become typical, she chose 
French literature as her major 
and moved into the “ French 
House” at Brandeis where onh 
that language was spoken. 


Angela was at Brandeis for 
four years on a $1,500 annual 
scholarship, except for a junior 
year abroad at the Sorbonne in 
Paris, until she was graduated 
in the spring of 1965. 


Brandeis 
has 
about 
3,000 
students and 380 faculty mem­ 
bers and was about the same 
size 
when 
Angela 
attended. 
Opened in 1948, it is the only 
Jewish-founded 
non-sectarian 
school in the country. It admits 
students of all religions and 
races 
but 
the 
majority 
of 
students are Jewish. 
Brandeis has received con­ 
siderable publicity in recent 
years as a “ breeding ground” 
for revolutionaries and other 
leftist elements. It was the 
headquarters 
of 
a 
national 
student strike center in the 
spring of 1970. 
Hebert 
Marcuse, 
so-called 
prophet of the New I>eft, was 
teaching at Brandeis the entire

A New Angela Bid 
On Dropping Case

SAN FRANCISCO — Angela 
Davis’s 
attorneys 
yesterday 
asked a state appellate court to 
dismiss charges against her on 
grounds that “ any fir^t year 
law student knows the state has 
no case.” 
The six lawyers requested a 
writ of prohibition from the 
State District Court of Appeal 
to halt proceedings in Marin 
Superior Court against Miss 
Davis and her codefendant, 
Ruchell Magee. 
The petition was an appeal 
from a decision by Judge Rich­ 
ard E. Arnason, who is presid­ 
ing over the case in Marin and 
ruled there was enough evi- 
d e n c e m a grand jury tran­ 
script to hold Miss Davis for 
trial. 
Miss D a v i s ’ s lawyers re­ 
viewed the circumstantial evi­ 
dence a g a i n s t the former 
university instructor and said it 
showed only that she purchased 
four guns legally and had asso­ 


ciated with a participant in the 
shoot-out last August. 
There was no evidence that 
the weapons used in the escape 
and 
kidnapping 
attempt 
in 
which three persons died were 
furnished by Miss Davis with 
knowledge they would be used 
illegally, according to the law­ 
yers. 
Meanwhile, State Atty. Gen. 
Evelle J. Younger, who ruled 
last month that the state is not 
liable for the cost of the Davis- 
Magee trial, said in a letter 
that he is doing everything he 
can to shift the cost to the state. 
In a letter to the Marin Board 
of Supervisors Younger said 
that his office is recommending 
to the governor that the cost 1k> 
born by the state. 
He also said he is supporting 
a bill to amend a penal code 
section introduced by Assem­ 
blyman William T Bagley, R- 
San Rafael, which would make 
the state liable. 


GRASS V A L L E Y , Calif. 
(UPI)—Sheriff’s officers gave 
up their search in the wild Sier­ 
ra foothills today for a “ mania­ 
cal” k i l l e r who hacked two 
persons to death with a sickle 
at a remote campground. 
A third victim, nearly decapi­ 
tated by the “ laughing, grum­ 
bling and growling” slayer, 
was near death in a Sacramen­ 
to hospital and a young couple 
was treated for slash wounds. 
“ We don't feel he’s hiding out 
there behind a pine tree, ’ said 
Nevada County Sheriff Wayne 
Brown as he c a 11 e d off the 
ground search in the heavily- 
wooded area along the pictur­ 
esque Bear River in Mother 
Lode country. 
“ We haven't got one iota of 
physical evidence,” the sheriff 
added. He said his investigators 
would concentrate on the mur­ 
der scene on the river bank 5C 
miles northeast of Sacramento. 
The 
bespectacled, 
mid- 
dleaged attacker crashed Mon­ 
day night through the small 
campground occupied by 
17 
people— including five women 
and 10 children—striking out 
with his deadly sickle. 
He killed John Simmons. 29. 
of the small Sierra village of 
Weimar, and Mrs. Donna Fit- 
zhugh of Ontario, Calif., at 
the camp and wounded three 
others. Simmons also went by 
the name Jimen Satan, Sheriff 
Brown said. 
Mrs. Martha Marie Parker, 
24, of Walnut, Calif., the sister- 
in-law of Mrs. Fitzhugh, was 
most seriously hurt. The slayer 
cut and gouged her, then laid 
her neck over a tree and tried 
to cut her head off. 
Kenneth Garbe, 20, of Apple­ 
gate, Calif., w'ho struggled with 
the killer after the husky man 
barged into his tent, was in fair 
condition with multiple wounds. 
His wife, Jean, 23, suffered mi­ 
nor cuts. She was treated and 
released. 
Garbe said he and his wife 
were playing cards in their tent 
when the s t r a n g e r — who 
weighed about 200 pounds, had 
thinning gray hair and wore 
thick glasses—ripped open the 
flap. 
“ He said, Hello there,” ’ said 
G a r b e . “ Then he came in 


swinging a sickle. He started 
taking a swing at my wife. I 
grabbed hold of him. She took 
off for a nearby tent... The guy 
knocked me down in a corner of 
the tent. I stuck my hand up 
and then he got me. I ran out of 
the tent. I guess that was when 
he got me in the back.” 
As he fled, Garbe said, he 
saw the man approaching a 
second 
campsite. 
Simmons, 
who was camping alone, fired 
at the man three times with a 
.22 caliber pistol. But the as­ 
sailant overpowered him, killed 
him with the sickle and took the 
gun. 
Mrs. 
Fitzhugh, 
who 
was 
camping with Mrs. Parker and 
their six children while their 
husbands mined for gold 20 
miles aw'ay, then ran out of her 
tent with a .22-caliber rifle and, 
tried to shoot the slayer. But 
she couldn’t get the gun’s safe-; 
ty off and was slainm 
Autopsies showed Simmons 
bled to death from puncture 
wounds and Mrs. Fitzhugh ap­ 
parently died of head injuries. 
“ He was laughing, grumbling 
and growling like an animal.” 
Garbe said of the killer 
Sheriff Brown said his best 
witness was 11-vear-old Mark 
Fitzhugh, who saw the killer 
from about 30 feet away. “ He’s 
our only point of information at 
this time,” Brown said. “ He 
sawr him at a distance.” 
An all-points bulletin said the 
killer, who had a “ maniacal 
laugh.” 
was 
a 
middle-aged 
white man, 5 feet 8 to 10 inches 
tall, “ heavy or chunky” in 
build and wearing light-colored 
shirt, tan pants and tan jacket. 
The sheriff, who described the 
killings as a senseless, “ mania­ 
cal attack.” said the killer took 
the .22 pistol and a .41 magnum 
belonging to Simmons. 
In San Francisco, police said 
the description of the slayer 
approximated that of the elu­ 
sive Zodiac k i l l e r , who has 
claimed 17 murders and is be­ 
lieved by authorities to be re­ 
sponsible for at leat six in the 
past two years. However, the 
Placer County sheriff’s office 
insisted emphatically that the 
sickle slayer had no connection 
with the Zodiac killings in the 
Bay area.

Nixon Veto Of $2 Billion 
Job Bill Upheld In Senate 


Apparent Murder In 
Fairfax: Few Clues 


WASHINGTON (UPI) —The 
Senate upheld today President 
N i x o n ’ s veto of a $2 billion 
emergency public works bill, 
backed by the Democrats as a 
program to help ease unem­ 
ployment. 
The administration’s cause 
was helped by the fact Nixon 
signed Monday a measure to 
create 
an estimated 
150,000 
public service jobs at the state 
and local level. 
He vetoed the other Demo- 
cratie-sponsored bill on grounds 
it would be inflationary and 
would fail to put people to work 
soon enough because of long- 
range plans n c e d e d for the 
projects involved. 
The Senate action marked the 
fifth time that the Democratie- 
controlled Congress had failed 
to override a Nixon veto. He 
has lost two veto fights since 
entering the White House. 
With a two-thirds vote needed 
to 
override, 
administration 
forces were required to muster 
only 34 votes in support of the 
President. In sending the bill to 
Nixon originally, the Senate 
vote was 45 to 33. 


The works bill authorized up 
to $2 billion in appropriations to 
areas of high unemployment. 
The grants would cover 80 per 
cent of the cost of building such 
public facilities as hospitals, 
bridges, 
sewers 
and 
waste 
treatment plants. Backers esti­ 
mated 
200,000 jobless 
could 
have been put to work under 
the bill. 
The plan was a revival of an 
accelerated public works pro­ 
gram first enacted in the Ken­ 
nedy administration, but with 
antecedents dating back to the 
depression era Works Progress 
Administration (WPA). 
Backers of the proposal had 
hoped to stave off a veto by 
linking it with a four-year ex­ 
tension of the Appalachia Re­ 
gional 
development 
program 
and continued funding of the 
Economic Development Admin­ 
istration. The president favored 
both the Appalachian and the 
EDA features of the bill. 
The total package carried a 
price tag of $5.4 billiion —$2 
billion for the public works, $1.5 
billion for Appalachia and $1.9 
billion for EDA,

but the use of automated 
equipment and superviso­ 
ry personnel limited the 
immediate impact on the 
public to minor delays in 
service. 
A spokesman for American 
Telephone and Telegraph Co. 
(AT&T) said after the walkout 
began at 6 a.m. EDT that “ un­ 
til agreement is reached, we 
will do everything possible to 
continue to serve out custom­ 
ers. We expect no serious dis­ 
ruptions of service.” 
A leader of the striking Com­ 
munications Workers of Ameri­ 
ca predicted the strike would 
last at least two weeks. Equip­ 
ment breakdowns and lack of 
workers to install phones might 
snarl service to a greater ex­ 
tent in that case. 
For the time being, the major 
hitch in service involved phone 
calls w here operator assistance 
was needed, mainly for person- 
to-person and certain other long 
distance calls. About 95 per 
cent of normal phone calls in­ 
volve self-dialing only. 
The strike does not affect all 
of Marin County. Northern No­ 
vato. which is served by West­ 
ern California Telephone Co., a 
part of the General Telephone 
System, is not affected by the 
strike, according to Gordon R. 
Lee. Novato branch manager 
\ check by UPI b u r e a u s 
throughout the country showed 
some difficulties in reaching an 
operator but no insurmountable 
problems. 
Police were summoned to the 
Hollywood branch office of the 
telephone company in Los An­ 
geles on complaints 
pickets 
threw lighted flares at the cars 
of company executives report­ 
ing for emergency work. No 
arrests were made. 
Telephone operations in Brad­

“ We are very disappointed in 
the response of the (union' lead­ 
ership to our proposals aimed 
at averting a strike.” the state­ 
ment said. “ We felt we were 
very close to r e a c h i n g an 
agreement.” 
It was the first nationwide 
telephone strike since a 17-day 
walkout in 1968. 
Thousands of workers left 
their jobs before the official 
strike deadline in areas where 
local contracts had already ex­ 
pired. 
A union spokesman said no 
new negotiations were planned, 
but he said the situation could 
change “ later today.” 
“ We certainly would be re­ 
ceptive to proposals,” he said. 
The union has charged among 
other things that there is too 
much of a differential in the 
pay of men and women. 


The negotiations broke down 
Tuesday.

Getty Jr. and Miss Pol met at a London party 
in 1965. The next year, he divorced his first wife, 
Gail, daughter of a California judge. The couple 
had four children. 
Talitha Pol Getty was born in Holland to Dutch 
artist Villen Pol, who lives in the south of Prance. 
One of her grandfathers was Augustus John, a 
renowned portraitist. 
She was widely known in Rome's nightspots, 
where she often was photographed in revealing 
lace gowns when the ‘ nude look’’ was fashiona­ 
ble.

Resor, was dropping

tral Intelligence Agency (CIA). 
"I knew this was untrue.”

Americans Leave; Base Stripped 


CAMP RADCLIFF, Vietnam 
(UP I »—The heart-shaped per­ 
imeter of Camp Radciiff. once 
one of the biggest U.S. bases in 
Vietnam, winds for 18 miles 
around blue-green Hon Cong 
Mountain. 
The camp, a one-time $29 
million installation alive with 
troops, helicopters buzzing 
through the 
air 
and 
tanks 
rumbling along the dirt and 
asphalt roads, now lies almost 
deserted and picked clean of 
virtually every thing of value. 
Vs part of the winding down 
of America's role in the war, 
the Americans pulled out of 
Camp Radciiff in two steps, 
Jan. 22 and March 12 this year. 
Military sources 
say 
U.S. 
commanders had hoped the 
South Vietnamese would keep 
the base operating after the 
American pullout. The South 
Vietnamese, however, ordered 
the base dismantled. 
Convoys from South Vietna­ 
mese government posts in the 
area rolled into Camp Radchff 
throughout January. February, 
March and April to load up 
with equipment 
The convoys 


then set out 
on 
Route 
19 
purportedly to bring the mater­ 
ial back te their home bases for 
military construction. 
In fact, according to allied 
officers, hardly any of the 
supplies 
reached 
the 
bases. 
Instead the majority of the 
goods was sold along the way 
to black marketers. 
The 
stripping 
of 
Camp 
Radciiff, according to these 
officers, actually was a looting. 
The man responsible, accord­ 
ing to a 
letter 
written 
to 
lYesident Nguyen Van Thieu 
and 
signed 
by 
27 
South 
Vietnamese officers, was Maj. 
Gen. Ngo Dzu. commander of 
the Second Military Region, 
which includes Camp Radciiff. 
Dzu 
is 
the 
same 
general 
accused by Rep. Robert H. 
Steel, R-Conn., of being “one of 
the chief traffickers in heroin in 
Southeast Asia.” 
Whatever the truth of the 
charge that Camp Radciiff was 
looted, 
rather 
than 
simply 
militarily evacuated, there is no 
question but what it has been 
stripped. It is also impossible to 
drive along Route 19 between 


Qui Nhon and Pleiku nowadays 
without seeing stacks of tin 
roofs, 
wood 
panels, 
wire 
screening and pipes from Camp 
Radciiff on sale at roadside 
shops. 
Storeowners 
are not 
able, or willing, to say where 
they got the goods. 
Camp Radciiff is not the first 
base to have been stripped and, 
say U.S. officers, it won’t be 
the last. 
Dong Tam, the first big U.S. 
base to be handed over to the 
South 
Vietnamese, 
met 
the 
same 
fate 
in 
early 
1970. 
Government troops and civi­ 
lians also took apart Camp 
Enari 
near 
Pleiku 
in 
the 
Central 
Highlands 
in 
the 
summer of last year. 
Most of the supplies from 
Dong Tam and Enari wound up 
on the black m a r k e t . In 
addition, 
dozens 
of 
smaller 
artillery 
bases 
have 
been 
stripped after being turned over 
to the South Vietnamese. 
“ No one questions that there 
was large-scale graft, corrup­ 
tion and stealing at Radciiff 
and the other bases,” a high- 
ranking U.S. official told UPI. 


“ But this type of thing is going 
to occur whenever you give a 
large U.S. base to the South 
Vietnamese.” 
He said the South Vietnamese 
don't have enough men to man 
the big installations abandoned 
by the Americans and prefer to 
tear them down. In the process, 
much of the base equipment 
winds up on the black market. 
“ There’s going to be steal­ 
ing,” he said. “There’s nothing 
we can do about it. My wily 
hope is that at least some of 
the stuff gets stolen by poor 
civilians and enlisted men, the 
ones who need the money the 
most.” 
The thievery in Vietnam is 
massive. In addition to dis­ 
mantling abandoned U.S. bases, 
the South Vietnamese black 
marketers also manage to steal 
just 
about 
every 
kind 
of 
military item imaginable from 
American bases still operating. 
On any given day you can 
find enough U.S. 
military 
hardware on the black market 
of any major city to outfit an 
American 
battalion. 
There’s 
everything from Khaki drawers 


to field radios, combat boots, 
jeeps, tents, wire and fatigues. 
It’s been said you can even 
buy 
an 
Army 
UH-1 
Huey 
helicopter on the black market 
if you look hard enough. 
Radciiff, former headquarters 
of the U.S. Fourth Dicision, 
was the home base for about 
20,000 troops before it was 
handed 
over 
to 
the 
South 
Vietnamese. 
Some 500 Americans — a 
squadron of air cavalry, an 
artillery battery and support 
forces—still occupy a small 


strip, named Camp Buffalo, on 
the southeastern edge of the 
base. Security for the bulk of 
the Radciiff area, however, now 
rests with only about 75 South 
Vietnamese militiamen, com­ 
pared to the two battalions of 
Americans that used to man 
the base’s perimeter.

Almost all that's left of Camp 
Radciiff today are the heavy 
concrete slate that served as 
the foundations of the buildings 
tom down. “ If they ever think 
of a way to carry those off 
they’ll be gone too,” a U.S. 
Army officer said. 
U.S. military advisers said 
there is little the United States 
can do to stop the looting of 
abandoned American bases. 
“ We are in a rush to get 
out,” one officer told UPI. “ We 
just don’t have enough time to 
take everything with us. Even

7.5% Raise 


A three-year contract for the 
Marin County Employees Asso­ 
ciation, calling for a 7.5 per 
cent raise this year plus 5 per 
cent for each of the subsequent 
two years, paved the way for 
similar agreement yesterday 
with all county employees. 
Marin County Board of Su­ 
pervisors 
unanimously 
ap­ 
proved the three-year contract 
with the Marin County Employ­ 
ees Association, 
representing 
about 800 of the county’s 1,200 
employees. The association ap­ 
proved the 7.5-5-5 formula last 
Friday night. 
Supervisors 
yesterday 
also 
approved three-year contracts 
with all other bargaining units 
except the deputy sheriffs, who 
settled for a 614 per cent raise 
this year, with further negotia­ 
tions next year. 
The other agreements are: 
Social Workers Union Local 
5 3 5 — 4 .5 per cent raise this 
year, 5.5 per cent in July 1972, 
and 5 per cent in July 1973.

The state attorney general s of- 
fice will issue an opinion soon 
on the constitutionality of this 
city’s “ shared time” program 
between public and parochial 
schools. 
Designed to meet the consti­ 
tutional 
prohibition 
against 
state aid to parochial schools 
the program has been in effect 
for grades 1 through 4 at the 
Immaculate Conception School 
during the past school year 
The plan is unique in Massa­ 
chusetts though its ba^ic con­ 
cepts have been adopted by 
cities in several other states. 
Under the plan, the city of 
Marlboro leases the entire first 
floor of the s c h o o 1 from the 
Roman Catholic parish for $1 a 
year and pays one-third of the 
total building expenditures for 
heat, electricity and general 
upkeep 
The second floor re­ 
mains under the control of the 
parish 
The name of the >ehool has 
been removed from the exterior 
of the building and all religious 
items haw* been taken away 
from the “ public” sector 
Thr 270 children attend the 
'hared time school” in platoon 
fashion Approximately half the 
'■udent- are enrolled in the 
public sector and the other half 
in the private sector during the 
morning hours. 
In the afternoon, the private 
school students go downstairs 
to the public school while the 
public school students have the 
choice of moving upstairs to the 
private school or switching to a 
nearby public school for the 
remainder of the day. School 
curricula are synchronized so a 
child receives equal educational 
opportunity regardless of the 
option he chooses 
Marlboro School Supt. Ray­ 
mond C. Richer said the pro­ 
gram c o s t s the city about 
a year, mostly for the 
salaries ot the four teachers in 
the public sector 
• We already have a serious 
enrollment 
problem,” 
said 
Richer, echoing the plight of 
school 
administrators 
across 
the country. “ The city would be 
in a crisis situation if the Im­ 
maculate 
Conception 
School 
closed. It would cost a lot more 
than $32 boo to absorb the entire 
school population.” 
St Mary's School in Marlboro 
was forced to close last year

Iraq: Rule 
By Guns 
Recalled 


BEIRUT (UPI)-—The prime 
minister was careless. He ne­ 
glected the iron rule that a 
military force not be permitted 
in the Iraqi capital of Baghdad 
unless there was a counterforce 
to pit against it. 
« 
Brig Abdel Karim Kassem 
was shrewd enough to realize 
then when he camped in Bagh­ 
dad July 13, 1958. that there 
were no other substantial gov­ 
ernment forces in the capital 
that night. The result was a 
coup that sent the Iraqi mon- 
I archy to a bloody end. 


The coup was being celebrat­ 
ed in Baghdad this week with 
parades and political rhetoric.

On that hot summer night 13 
■ years ago, K a s s e m was in 
Baghdad on his way to Jordan

reinforce 
King 
Russian 
| against a civil wrar of the type 
which had recently broken out 
in Lebanon. 


Seeing his once-in-a-lifetime 
chance, Kassem reconnoitered 
key points in the city and held 
discussions with politicians op­ 
posed to the rule of 23-year-old 
King Faisal and his wily old 
premier. Nuri es-Said. 


Kassem seized the radio sta­ 
tion. and announced the revolu­ 
tion was over and the king and 
Nuri were dead. Then he or­ 
dered his troops to the palace to 
turn his words into deeds. 
The royal family was blown 
to pieces by Kassem's gunners. 
Nuri was shot trying to escape. 
His body was dragged through 
the streets, then propped up 
before cameras in a Baghdad 
studio 
for 
Iraq's 
television 
viewers. 
Kassem's reward was the 
premiership. He enjoyed it for 
les.^ than five years. On Feb 8. 
1965. he was the victim of a 
counter-coup He was ^hot and 
killed. 
This week's celebrations un- 
j derline the Iraqi propensity for 
changing governments by gun 
rather than ballot. 
Three days after the ceremo­ 
nies marking the fall of the 
monarchy, Iraqis will turn out 
for the third anniversary of the 
coup which i n s t a l l e d the 
present Baathist regime. 
On July 17, 1968. the Baath 
party came back to power in a 
coup c a r r i e d out by young 
army officers. 
The officers 
were sacked and exiled by the 
old-guard Baathist leaders as 
soon as they were firmly in the 
saddle. 
The coup itself was bloodless 
but almost immediately alter 
the Baathists took office, re­ 
ports filtered out 01 Baghdad ol 
purges among their political op­ 
ponents.

time Angela was there but she 
did not “discover" the teacher 
who was to have the most 
profound influence of anyone on 
her intellectual and philosophi­ 
cal thinking until her last year.

Only a couple of w eeks after 
her arrival, Angela went home 
briefly to Birmingham for the 
funeral of four young girls 
killed 
in

“ Angela was a sensitive girl, 
loved

people,” 
says

form er teacher. “ Then those 
children were killed.” 
Angela's first two years at 
Brandeis are notable mainly for

become, although her academic 
performance was outstanding. 
“ I was mostly struck by her 
capacity to work hard, her 
determination,” says Prof Mur­ 
ray Sachs, Angela’s adviser in 
French literature.

had all the gifts of a good 
student. She was easily the best 
person in the departm ent.” 
Angela later was to graduate 
magna cum laude, one of 22 
persons in a class of about 300 
with that honor. She was one of 
a dozen blacks in the class. 
"As I look back, I think it is 
interesting she never spoke of 
tensions because of her black­ 
ness," Sachs said. “She must 
have felt like an outsider. We 
never discussed issues like that. 
She 
was 
very reserved on 
personal matters. She didn’t do 
much talking. Nobody (on the 
faculty) felt they knew her 
well.” 
"Her reserve left open the 
question of her stability. On the 
surface she gave the impres­ 
sion she was mature.

Tolerance,” Marcuse wrote that 
the "Establishm ent” had creat­ 
ed a society in which change 
seems to be welcomed but in 
which protestors actually are 
“flailing at pillows.” He sug­ 
gested 
that 
an 
elite 
class 
ultimately must rule. 
“If it is crazy to suggest that 
people qualified to rule should 
rule and not movie stars, tap 
dancers and cheap politicians, 
then, yes, perhaps I am in 


favor of an elitist rule,” he 
once said. 
Marcuse today describes An­ 
gela Davis as the best, or “one 
of the two or 
three 
best” 
students he has had in 30 years. 
Why? 
“ I ’ve been asked that many 
tim e s,” he says. “ It’s very 
sim ple. H er intelligence was 
superior 
and 
so 
was 
her 
interest.” 
Marcuse 
says Angela 
was 
im m ediately a ttra c te d to his 
belief that philosophy m ust not 
be something abstract, that it 
m ust bring personal involve­ 
ment and change. He says it is 
based on a critical analysis of 
existing social conditions in the 
light of possible change and 
improvement. 
M arcuse does not discount 
the role he played in shaping 
Angela’s evolution but he says 
it is probably exaggerated.

Wolfgang von Goethe Universi­ 
ty at Frankfurt, Germany. One 
of her professors was Marcu­ 
se’s old M arxist compatriate, 
Theodor W. Adorno, who has 
since 
died, 
and 
sociology 
professor Oskar Negt. 
A fellow student at Goethe 
University says Adorno and 
Marcuse both leaned heavily to 
German philosophers Kant and 
Hegel. 
"They held a deep serious­ 
ness about social injustice,” he 
says. 
“ They 
w ere 
against 
m aterialism in modern life and 
taught more about the logic of 
life.” 
When 
Miss 
Davis 
first 
arrived m Frankfurt, she lived 
in a residence for 1,000 foreign 
students studying at Goethe 
which had an enrollm ent of 
about 17,000. A short time later 
she 
moved 
in 
with 
radical 
sociology students who 
had 
taken over an old abandoned 
building dubbed “The Factory” . 
Angela had begun to show the 
style and striking appearance 
that was to m ark her thereaf­ 
ter.

With sharp language, the Cali­ 
fornia Supreme Court Tuesday 
annulled a decision of the State 
Public Utilities Commission re­ 
garding geothermal power plant 
construction and told the com­ 
mission it must consider anti­ 
trust factors. 
Pacific Gas and Electric Co. 
was granted approval to build 
two new geothermal steamelec- 
tric generating units in Sonoma 
County over the objection of the 
Northern 
California 
Power 
Agency, representing 11 cities. 
In 
an 
unanimous 
decision 
written by Justice Raymond L. 
Sullivan, the court found the 
PUC had failed to give ade­ 
quate consideration to antitrust 
issues in the case. 
“The commission should con­ 
sider 
the 
antitrust 
implica- 
t i o n s . . . The task of the 
commission extends far beyond 
the passive role of a sounding 
board,” the court held. 


The high court said it was 
not considering the merits of 
the 
antitrust contention and 
that the PUC could grant the 
applications if in the public in­ 
terest. 


The 11-city group, which in­ 
tervened as an interested party, 
contended that steam supply 
contracts between PG&E and 
Union Oil Co., Thermal Power 
Co. and M a g m a Power Co., 
who develop geothermal steam, 
violate state and federal anti­ 
trust laws. 


The PUC a p p r o v e d the 
projects, saying it did not need 
to settle this question. PG&E 
also argued that the 11-city 
group lacked standing to raise 
antitrust 
questions, 
and 
the 
PUC agreed. 


“ It should not be necessary to 
rouse the commission to per­ 
form its duty, and where a pri­ 
vate party has so c l e a r l y 
demonstrated the adverse im­ 
pact of the proposed facilities, 
the commission certainly can 
not ignore the problem simply 
because it was not raised by 
one having impeccable creden­ 
tials of legal standing,” the

Glenwood Scrapped 
As A Middle School 


The San Rafael Board of Ed­ 
ucation was told last night it 
could begin its planned middle 
school program in the elem en­ 
tary district in the fall of 1972 
without use of Glenwood School. 
Although Glenwood long had 
been designated for conversion 
from an elem entary into a sixth 
through eighth grade facility, 
Supt. John F. Plank said David­ 
son, now a j u n i o r high, and 
Santa Venetia, now a limited 
middle school, would be capa­ 
ble of absorbing the projected 
m iddle school population. 
Plank told the board Glen­ 
wood no longer would be need­ 
ed because of d w i n d l i n g 
enrollm ent foreseen at the ele­ 
m entary level. 


In the past, voters rejected 
bond issues to enlarge Glen­ 
wood for a middle school. 
U n d e r the plan as it now 
stands, sixth graders would be 
draw n from various elem entary 
schools, including Glenwood, to 
attend middle school program s 
at Davidson and Santa Venetia. 
Davidson now houses seventh 
and eighth graders and Santa 
Venetia, although designated a 
middle school, serves only sixth 
through eighth graders in the 
Santa Venetia area. 
Although the board repeated­ 
ly 
has endorsed 
the middle 
school program — which is ex­ 
pected, through m ore indivi­ 
dualized instruction, to speed 
elem entary 
students’ 
adjust­ 
m ent to high school — the ques­ 
tion has been which schools 
should feed sixth graders into 
Davidson and Santa Venetia. 
That issue again went unre­ 
solved last night. The board, 
after reviewing a possible plan 
by Plank for building enroll­ 
m ent at Davidson and Santa 
V e n e t i a over the next two 
years, asked the superintendent 
to present details of im plem ent­ 
ing the middle school program 
at a future meeting. 


Last year, parents of students 
at Coleman and Bahia Vista 
schools 
objected 
to 
bussing 
their children over Puerto Suel- 
lo Hill to enlarge the middle 
school program at Santa Vene­ 
tia. 


The need, said Dr. Lauro R. 
Quiros from the audience, is to 
convince balking parents and 
their children that they’re “ not 
becoming second class citizens 
by going on the ‘other side of 
the tracks.’ ” He called, howev­ 
er, for im provem ent of the bi­ 
cycle path over Puerto Suello 
Hill that would be used by stu­ 
dents. 


“ You’ll have to convince a lot 
of people in this com m unity 
that Santa Venetia is no longer 
a stinking m udflat,” said Don­ 
ald R. Wellington, a m em ber of 
the city schools’ citizens advi­ 
sory committee. 
Plank’s suggestion for middle 
school conversion, without spe­ 
cifying feeder schools, foresaw 
boosting enrollm ent at Santa 
Venetia to 560 and at Davidson 
to 920 next school year, with 
capacity of 630 and 930, respec­ 
tively, reached in the 1973-74 
year. 
He said the shift could not be 
made fully next year unless 
portables were used. 
In a related m atter, Welling­ 
ton delivered a report that was 
mildly critical 
of efforts by 
school officials to smooth tran ­ 
sition of students 
from 
one 
school level to another, such as 
elem entary to junior high. 
Wellington, chairm an of the 
citizens advisory subcommittee 
on articulation, said there was 
a need for teachers and princi­ 
pals to discuss more frequently 
shortcomings of students mov­ 
ing up in the school system .

Board m em bers agreed, and 
asked Wellington’s com m ittee 
to look into the situation again 
in the near future.

WELFARE BID 


SACRAMENTO (UPI) —The 
Democratic sponsor of an alter­ 
native welfare reform program 
to Gov. Ronald Reagan's plan 
pinned hopes of passage today 
on a rewritten and scaled down 
proposal. 
Sen. Anthony C. Beilenson. 
D-Beverly Hills, amended his 
measure Tuesday to defer for 
one year a 17 per cent increase 
to ' ‘ f u l l need" the grants of 
recipients of Aid to Families 
with Dependent Children.

WASHINGTON (UPD —The 
government not only is encour­ 
aging the proliferation of con- 
v e n i e n c e foods on market 
shelves today, but has devel­ 
oped a blitz of products ranging 
from compressed orange juice 
pills to low-fat peanuts that 
taste like black walnuts. 
The 
government- produced 
foods and snacks even have 
adopted the private sector's 
penchant for mod names — in- 
e l u d i n g MOD (for Milk- 
Orange Drink . 
But most of these strange 
new foods are not yet available 
for public consumption. They 
have only been tested in such 
marketing areas as the Agricul­ 
ture Department cafeteria. 
THE NEW f o o d are devel­ 
oped by the Agricultural Re­ 
search 
Service, 
sometimes 
working with private firms. 
When scientists are satisfied 
with the finished product, it is 
made available to commercial 
firms which then must pay all 
manufacturing costs. 
The Milk-Orange Drink called 
MOD looks like pale orange 
milk and tastes like creamy 
orange sherbet. It combines the 
protein and minerals of milk 
with the vitamins of orange 
juice. 
0. J. Tabs, sugarless candies 
made by compressing dehy­ 
drated orange juice into tablets, 
require no refrigeration, have 
all the nutrition of liquid orange 
juice and a low calory count. 
Researchers said they would be 
ideal frr campers and others 
who 
neeo 
light-weight, low- 
volume. nutritious food. 
ANOTHER NEW product. Or- 
ange-Ho, is a beverage made of 
whole fruit — skins and pulp 
and juice. 
Almost i*0 per cent of the fruit 
is used to make Orange-Ho 
compared to less than half in 
regular orange juice. 
The food industry has showed 
interest in Orange-Ho, but there 
are no firm p l a n s yet to 
produce it commercially. 
Another product aimed at re­ 
ducing waste is a cream and 
whey spread. More than 14 bil­ 
lion pounds of whey —a byprod­ 
uct of cheese — is thrown away 
every year. Researchers hope a 
snack spread made of one part 
cream and six parts whey will 
reduce the throwaway trend. 
Fruit tidbits produced by the 
drying processes of osmosis 
and v a c u u m i n g —called 
“ OsmoVaes” 
-retain the color 
ana Anor of fresh fruit without 
refrigera’iH.r or chemical pres­ 
ervatives. 
Ap»>s, 
peaches, 


strawberries, raspberries, and j 
bananas have been dried suc­ 
cessfully by the OsmoYac proc- : 
css. 
The fruits can be rcconstitut- j 
cd to use in baking, salads, or 1 
deserts, and they absorb water j 
to make a sauce. An imagina­ 
tive cook coated OsmoVac ba- 
nana slices with chocolate, and 
reported the candy was deli­ 
cious. 
THE DEPARTMENT said a 
large commercial food proces­ 
sor was interested in producing 
Osmo-Yacs. 
One product already on the | 
market is low-fat peanuts, pre- ; 
served so as to contain only j 
half as many calorics as the oil- j 
roasted or dry-roasted kind, j 
They can be used as a snack or 
added to soups and other proc­ 
essed foods, and some are fla- 
v o r e d to taste like black 
walnuts and pecans. 
San Francisco's famed sour­ 
dough French bread soon may 
he available everywhere in the- j 
country.

Botulism Death 


Pinpoints Failures 


B v A R T H U R E. R O W S E 
WASHINGTON - The tragic death of a 
New York man allegedly from botulism 
caused by eating contaminated potato soup 
shocked government officials, industry execu­ 
tives and private c i t i z e n s into a feverish 
search for other potentially dangerous prod­ 
ucts from the manufacturer. Bon Vivant 
Soups Inc. 
Extensive publicity and fast footwork re­ 
sulted in recall of almost all suspicious items 
and altered the public in time 
--------- 
to prevent other deaths from 
the "ame cau,"C. 


But an even more shocking 
bit of information lies behind 
!hc story about the fatal vichvs- 
soise. It i" the scarcity of effec­ 
tive government supervision of 
sanitation in food processing 
plants. 


THE FOOD and Drug Admin­ 
istration, the federal agency 
charged with policing most of 
the food industry — the Depart­ 
ment of Agriculture has juris­ 
diction over meat and poultry 
plant sanitation — lacks author­ 
ity to go into a food plant with­ 
out a p p r o v a I of company 
executives. 


It has to resort to voluntary 
action by industry, which has 
its own stake in maintaining 
the purity of food products. 
Limited to the use of persua­ 
sion. the FDA has issued what 
it calls '"Good Manufacturing

Plants that produce meat and 
poultry items are required not 
only to maintain strict sanita­ 
tion standards but must pay for 
the services of government in­ 
spectors who watch operations 
on a continuous basis. 
BON VIVANT comes under 
these 
requirements 
when

produces its chicken ala king, 
lamb stew and other items con­ 
taining meat or poultry. But 
there is no government inspec­ 
tion required for its potato soup 
processing line. 
Vet FDA tests later on 214 of 
♦he company products, includ­ 
ing meat item", showed that up 
to 2.8 per cent of them had 
defects such as swollen cans. 
The acceptable average is 
per cent. 
These results mean that even 
continuous government supervi­ 
sion was not enough to prevent 
defective processing methods 
and potentially dangerous prod­ 
ucts getting by. The National 
Canners Association recently 
inspected the Bon Vivant plant 
and pronounced it acceptable. 
But the FDA had not inspect­ 
ed the plant recently, according 
to spokesmen for the agency. In 
fact, the agency does not have 
enough inspectors to visit even 
half of the nation'" food plants 
each year and some p l a n t s 
more than once e v e r y six 
years. 
INSPECTION IS also ham­ 
pered by the necessity of get­ 
ting prior approval of plant 
executives. Few companies re­ 
fuse such permission, but those 
companies may be the ones 
most in need of plant improve­ 
ments. Bon Vivant has cooper­ 
ated with FDA in the past. But 
the last FDA inspection there 
was in 1966, 
FDA has more power to pun­ 
ish a company than to prevent 
defective products. It can test 
items on public sale and can 
ask the company to recall them 
at the company’s expense. The 
PDA can also seize and confis­ 
cate the items if the company 
refuses to recall them. But that 
may be too late to prevent seri­ 
ous illnesses from defects that 
might have shown up in inspec­ 
tion. 
Occasional human error is 
impossible to avoid. But con­ 
sumers can be on the alert for 
swollen cans, a sign that botu- 
linurn is present. And they can 
refuse to buy otherwise defec­ 
tive cans regardless of how 
cheap they may be.

Frank Quinn, Hub Recreation

Quinn’s resignation, in which 
he teimed his employment an 
“enjoyable and rewarding ex­ 
perience. " was submitted to the 
city council and will take effect 
Sept. 1. 
It follows by two weeks a 
council budget session at which 
Quinn, 68, in an emotional ap­ 
peal for more recreation funds, 
threatened to quit on the spot. 
He was talked out of the deci­ 
sion that time bv councilmen 


who allocated $900 additional to 
the city's sum m er recreation 
program. 
At a later budget meeting, 
disgruntled councilmen harshly 
criticized 
the 
recreation 
di­ 
rector for promising summ er 
jobs to students without inform­ 
ing the council or having the 
necessary funds in his budget. 
Quinn was appointed recrea­ 
tion director last year when 
that department was split from 
the 
parks 
department. 
Pre­ 
viously he held both jobs. 
He was originally hired in 
1953 as a part-time recreation 
director. The park maintenance 
duties were turned over to the

In Petaluma Outlined 


Townhouses On Freitas 


Parkway Are Advanced 


Stricter zoning controls and a 
new eastside parkway were 
recommended as means of con­ 
trolling growth last night at the 
Petaluma City Council meeting. 
In joint session with the plan­ 
ning commission, the council 
heard a s t a t u s report from 
planning consultant Sidney Wil­ 
liams on plans to revitalize sec­ 
tions of the city and to gain 
better control over new growth. 
Williams said his plan show s 
less urban expansion into agri­ 
cultural areas and calls for 
more compactness of develop­ 
ment and a greater variety of 
housing types. 
He said that if the city moni­ 
tors growth closely for five 
years and keeps control over it. 
school and park facilities can 
catch up with the rapid residen­ 
tial development of past years. 
He recommended a circum­ 
ferential parkway be located 
midway between Ely and Old 
Adobe roads as a new* collector 
street for the eastside. 
“ It 
would give coherence to the 
form of Petalum a.” Williams 
said, showing on a map that it 
would connect with the westside 
road system for a complete 
loop of the city. 
Councilmen and planners did 
not disagree with the plan, but 
questioned the cost of the new 
four-mile road. Williams said a 
full parkway plan could cost 


$500,000, but that the city could 
use state and federal grants as 
well as gasoline tax money. 


The planning report recom­ 
mended no further zoning for 
industrial uses since it estim at­ 
ed that currently zoned land 
would be sufficient for at least 
15 years. 
The plan also called for a halt 
in commercial expansion in the 
area near Petaluma Plaza as a 
means 
of 
strengthening 
the 
downtown core area.

He said he did not be­ 
lieve that restricting commer­ 
cial g r o w t h in other areas 
would improve the business cli­ 
mate for downtown stores. 


The men generally agreed 
that if a regional shopping cen­ 
ter were to locate in Petaluma 
it would not be based on the 
Eastside Plaza because of traf­ 
fic problems. 


The planners also called for a 
new route to the coast so that 
travelers need not go through 
downtown Petalum a. Williams 
.suggested Skillman Lane, north 
of the city, be improved for that 
purpose. 


The city officials were also 
urged to rezone some land to 
provide more specific office dis­ 
trict and to think in term s of 
using flood plain zones as per­ 
manent open space and for bi­ 
cycle trails. 
The planners recommended 
no further expansion of current 
mobile home parks and said 
others 
should 
be 
scattered 
around the city, rather than 
grouped in one particular area. 
The council and commission 
set another conference with the 
planning consultant for July 27 
at 7:30 p.m.

Planning 
Commission 
last 
night 
ap­ 
proved preliminary plans for 


107 townhouses on the Manuel 
T. Freitas Parkway, and also 
instructed 
the developers to 
make plan changes, to meet 
some objections. 
On 27 hillside acres near the 
northwest border of the city, 
the houses would be clustered 
on 12 acres and 15 acres would 
be kept as open space. 


The commission asked the de­ 
veloper, Gonzalez and Ober- 
kamper, to move the proposed 
four-lane street as far away 
from the back property line of 
the houses on Butternut Drive 
as possible and to provide for 
extension of the street past the 
27 acres to the city limits. The 
commission also asked for a 
bicycle path beside the street 
and landscape planting in the 
area between the street and the 
back yard line of the houses on 
Butternut Drive. 


Attorney Eugene W. Doyle, 
representing residents of But- 
t e r n u t Drive, said that the 
street on a hilltop in back of 
their homes would present a 
traffic hazard as the street 
would be higher than the hous­ 
es. He also said the cutting of 
the hill and grading for the 
street would make the embank­ 
ments u n s a f e at the rear of 
these houses. 


The commission asked for a 
full soils report when precise 
plans for the development are 


submitted at some unspecified 
date. 
Kenneth Charshaf of 2 San 
Mateo Court, representing the 
residents of that street, said 
that they did not support the 
project. “ If the development 
must go through, then we want 
to protect the 15 acres of open 
space,” he said. 
Commissioner 
Thomas 
R. 
O’Toole, acting chairman in the 
absence of Chairman Joseph J. 
Gargarino, told Charshaf that it 
would be up to the city attorney 
to decide the method of pre­ 
serving the open spaces. He 
said it could be done by cove­ 
nant or outright deed. 
Approximately 50 residents 
from the area attended the 
meeting, and the few who spoke 
mainly objected to the width 
and extension of Freitas Park­ 
way as a four lane street.

Don't Blame The Light 
For What It Exposes 


When city, district or county 
hoard members take it upon 
themselves to reach decisions 
in secret “ for the good of the 
people,*’ they would do well to 
first c o n s i d e r some of the 
words of l .S. Supreme Court 
justices in their 6-3 decision 
freeing the press to publish 
“ secrets” from a history of 
U.S. involvement in Vietnam 
prepared for the Pentagon. 
The justices cited legal rea­ 
sons for denying the executive 
department the right of injunc­ 
tion a g a i n s t the press. But 
some of them went farther to 
recall the reasons for the First 
Amendment to the Constitution 
itself. And it applies all down 
the line — not just in Washing­ 
ton. 
FOR 
INSTANCE, 
Justice 
Hugo L. Black: 
* In the First Amendment the 
Founding Fathers gave the free 
press the protection it must 
have to fulfill its essential role 
in our democracy. The press* 
was to serve the governed, not 
the governors . . . The press 
was protected so that it could 
bare the secrets of government 
and inform the people . . . In 
revealing the workings of gov­ 
ernment that led to the Viet­ 
nam 
War, 
the 
newspapers 
nobly did precisely that which 
the founders hoped and trusted 
they would do.” 
And 
further, 
said 
Justice 
Black: 
“ Secrecy in government is 
fundamentally anti-democratic, 
perpetuating bureaucratic er­ 
rors. Open debate and discus­ 
sion of public issues are vital to 
our national health.’’ 
JUSTICE POTTER STEW­ 
ART. concurring, went farther, 
hitting 
at 
the 
bureaucratic 
practice of stamping “ secret”

on anything that may sometime 
prove embarrassing. 
“ I should suppose.” he wrote, 
“ that 
moral, 
political 
and 
practical considerations would 
dictate that a very first princi­ 
ple . . . would be an insistence 
upon avoiding secrecy for its 
own sake. For when everything 
is classified, then nothing is 
classified, and the system be­ 
comes one to be disregarded by 
the cynical or careless and to 
be manipulated by those intent 
on self-protection of self-promo­ 
tion.” 
In this. J u s t i c e Stewart 
touched the probable reason for 
much of the executive depart­ 
ment's anxiety over the publi­ 
cation of a history of events 
running back through four ad­ 
ministrations. 
For, 
although 
the government held publica­ 
tion of the Pentagon documents 
threatened “ grave and irrepar­ 
able 
injury to the public inter­ 
est, much of its alarm no doubt 
was because such publication 
threatened grave — and possi­ 
bly irreparable — injury to the 
reputations of a series of men 
who had made decisions in se­ 
cret. and then had misled the 
public as to what those deci­ 
sions were. 
THE NUB of the case was 
put a long time ago by a Presi-. 
dent of the United States, much 
more 
succinctly 
and 
neatly 
than the ringing pronounce­ 
ments of the justices. It was 
President Theodore .Roosevelt 
who said: 
“ If trouble comes from hav­ 
ing the light turned on. remem­ 
ber it is not really due to the 
light but to the misconduct 
which is exposed.” 
That, too, is something for all 
officials and bureaucrats — big 
and small — to remember. 


Zenger Laid The Foundation 


For Times, Post, And The Rest

SACRAMENTO <CNS — A very impor­ 
tant historical figure has been completely 
ignored in all those discussions of free­ 
dom of the press which have been taking 
place during the past few weeks. 
The right of exposing arbitrary power 
by speaking and writing the truth" was 
established for the press in a firm man­ 
ner before the American Revolution, 
w hen a jury in 1735 allowed a New York 
printer. John Peter Zenger. to print arti­ 
cles in conflict with the colonial govern­ 
ment. 
Ever since, it has been really quite 
simple to obtain agreement from public 
officials or even private persons of the 
ethical truth of the concept that no law 
should be made which could be consid­ 
ered •abridging the freedom of speech, 
or of the press, or of the right of the 
people peaceably to assemble and to 
petition the government for a redress of 
grivances." 
THIS SIMPLE agreement on press 
freedom usually can be expected to hold 
right up until the persons so much in 
favor of press freedom have a little self- 
interest item facing the gentlemen of the 
Fourth Estate. In fact, you will find a 
direct gauge measured on a scale be­ 
tween fearless and irresponsible journal­ 
ism in relation to the amount of innocent 
little evasive substance necessary to 
lightly cover over some minor insignfi- 
eant violation of public trust. 


MAN BITES DOG 


“If it’s so bad in the United States, why 
do we have a wall to keep us from going 
there?’’ 


President John Adams was the first 
major political figure to find a really 
efficient means of handling a trouble­ 
some press. He had a law passed called 
the Alien and Sedition Act of 1798. which 
gave him the right to throw offending 
journalists into jail. This system failed 
when the dirty scroundels were able to 
publish their offensive journals with the 
aid of equally base acquaintances. 
This perfectly great tool for bureau­ 
crats was tossed out by Thomas Jeffer­ 
son and his friend James Madison when 
they drafted the Kentucky and Virginia 
resolutions. These documents established 
the “ right of freely examining public 
charters and measures" and further es- 
t a b 1 i s h e d the concept that any law 
“ which does abridge the freedom of the 
press, is not law, but is altogether void 
and of no effect." 
THE REAL CLINCHER came when 
journalists made refusal to being pushed 
around by politicians, mob rule, or even 
the PTA president a virtue. William 
Lloyd Garrison set the example for the 
whole journalism profession in 1835. A 
lynch mob which dragged him through 
the streets of Boston in an attempt to 
quiet an objectionable view could not 
errrorize him into stopping a single issue. 
Garrison wrote: “ I am aware that 
many object to the severity of my lan­ 
guage. On this subject I do not wish to 
think or speak or write with moderation. 
Urge me not to use moderation in a cause 
like the present. 1 am in earnest. I will 
not equivocate. I will not excuse, I will 
not retreat a single inch, and I will be 
heard." 
Thus it has always been that the right 
of a free press is a cornerstone of our 
nation. It is not just something to satisfy 
the whim of a young eager reporter or 
caprice of a publisher. It is. rather, the 
right and obligation of the American 
press to represent every single citizen of 
the land. The right was put in the Consti­ 
tution in order that the people would be 
given a guarantee to know what their 
government was doing. 
THIS RIGHT to report and com­ 
ment freely serves as an essential check 
upon government, which tends to assume 
more and more authority. We must all 
realize that the free press combats the 
development of arbitary power by the 
right to criticize freely the conduct of 
public men. Corruption in public office 
thrives in secrecy. 
No president, no governor, no mayor, 
no school board or insignificant town has 
a right to avoid public observation at 
such time as he decides on a public life. 
The concept of freedom of press has 
evolved to mean an absence of definite 
restrictions for the good of all the people.

Bias In Column 
On Medi-Cal Suit 


Whether intentionally or through igno­ 
rance, Rus Walton, in a recent I-J col­ 
umn. gave a distorted "analysis” of the 
recent court decision that the Depart­ 
ment of Health Care Services’ cutbacks 
in the Medi-Cal program were illegal. 
Since Mr. Walton is a former member of' 
Governor Reagan's administration, bias 
must be suspected in his comments. 
Mr. Walton notes that (he “ hard-head­ 
ed" director of California’s Department 
of Health Care Services on Dec. 15, 1970, 
cut Medi-Cal fees and service “ as an 
emergency measure" and that he conse­ 
quently was "hauled into court’’ by Cali­ 
fornia Medical Association and others 
who “ complained that the cuts were un- 
n e c e s s a r y and illegal" and that he

In short, Mr. Walton’s column was 
slanted in favor of the director of health 
care services and against the Medi-Cal 
patients who were forced to forego need­ 
ed health care services — and against 
fact, truth and accuracy.

Accord­ 
ing to the I-J. Smallman has subsequent­ 
ly convicted two or three defendants who 
were also arrested in Sausalito. on simi­ 
lar charges. If the police are not to be 
believed, should not these cases also have 
been dismised’’ Even if the individuals 
involved pleaded guilty, isn’t it possible 
that they did so through fear, stupidity or 
simply lack of witnesses? 
Does not the handling of this case tend 
to clinch the claim by minority groups, 
that the rich and influential can get off 
easy while the poor and unimportant get 
convicted? 
Only two points were really answered. 
Smallman had the legal authority to re­ 
verse the jury's verdict and mere knowl­ 
edge of the law does not necessarily 
produce common sense and good judg­ 
ment.

REDWOOD CITY, Calif. — Rep. Paul 
McCloskey, the California Republican 
who is out to derail President Nixon, may 
well end up derailing himself right out of 
Congress. 
One thing is evident: McCloskey may 
look like a big shot in Washington, by 
showering his denunciations on the Presi-. 
dent and United States for war crimes in 
Vietnam, but he doesn’t look the same 
here in his home district. 
To the extreme doves and others on the 
New L e f t who want to rush all U.S. 
forces out of Vietnam regardless of the 
consequences. Representative McCloskey 
may appear to be an overnight hero, but 
to most of his constituents here in Cali­ 
fornia's 11th Congressional District, he 
looms quite differently. 
He appears like somebody they wish 
they hadn't elected and aim to defeat in 
next year's GOP primary. 
Thus while McCloskey is busy with his 
dump-N'ixon and elect-McCloskev-Presi- 
dent campaign. Republican leaders in 
this 11th District are now getting busy 
with their re-elect-Nixon and dump-Mc- 
Closkey-as-congressman campaign. 
THIS ISN’T J l ’ST speculation nor 
wishful thinking. There is evidence that 
the anti-McCloskev forces are gaining 
strength — and mean business. 
The California Republican Assembly 
has openly censured 
McCloskey and 
urged that he take himself out of the 
Republican Party. 
Recently, planning a major rally in the 
heart of his own district, members of the 
CRA voted not to invite McCloskey as a 
speaker. Instead they deliberately chose 
Rep. Charles Gubser of the neighboring 
10th District because they knew Gubser 
was a firm supporter of the President’s 
steady Vietnam withdrawal program and 
because they were confident he would 
speak out against McCloskey’s actions 
and accusations. 
He did. And then some. 
THESE ARE THE EARLY signals 
showing that McCloskey is in trouble

where it hurts — in his home congres­ 
sional district — and it is probable that 
his trouble is going to grow. 


Congressman Gubser, usually a moder­ 
ate and mild-spoken man, didn’t hold 
anything back and the Republican voters 
here showed they liked it. 
G u b s e r told them that in his view 
McCloskey was practicing “ McCarthy- 
ism" by making u n p r o v e d charges 
against the United States and he saw 
McCarthyism turning into “ McCloskey- 
ism.” 
“ When any one,” Gubser declared at 
the CRA rally in nearby Burlingame, 
“ reaches the point where he accuses his 
own country of engaging in a policy of 
genocide and indiscriminate bombing of 
civilians in Laos, when he says this 
nation is guilty of war crimes like those 
for which the Nuremburg trials decreed 
the penalty of death — this is a disserv­ 
ice to our nation, to the two and one-half 
million young men who served in South­ 
east Asia, and to the 50.000 men who 
have given their lives there.” 


P R O B A B L Y FEW realize that 
McCloskey 
was 
a 
dedicated 
all-out, 
bomb-nearly-everything hawk on the eve 
of the 1968 GOP primary when he ran 
against Shirley Temple Black. He told 
people I have talked with that the United 
States ought to pour all the forces into 
Yietnafc needed to win, ought to bomb all 
the infiltration routes and destroy Hai­ 
phong as a useable harbor, whatever it 
might do to Russian and British ships 
and crewmen. 
He changed this stance when friends 
told him he couldn't possibly get elected 
with such a campaign. 
In New Hampshire a few days ago he 
said that he is “ gradually moving toward 
the feeling I would like to be President.” 
Here in his 11th District of California, 
his constituents are less gradually “ mov­ 
ing toward the feeling" they would like to 
see him neither President nor congress­ 
man. 


Most Tailgate Murderers 
Don't Need To Carry Guns 


By ERNEST B. F I RGl RSON 
WASHINGTON — The people in and 
around this capital are much less dis­ 
turbed today about the world-famous 
Pentagon papers than they are about the 
senseless shooting of a Vietnam-bound 
naval officer and his son in what the 
papers call the “ tailgate murders.” The 
two were killed when the lieutenant com­ 
mander stepped out of his car to admon­ 
ish a smart-aleck who drove too close 
behind him and then cut dangerously in 
front of him — and the smart-aleck hap­ 
pened to be packing a .38 pistol. 
The incident has rekindled in some 
offices and households those old argu­ 
ments about race which had lain mostly 
quiet during this hot summer (although 
the nonracial nature of the shooting 
shows in the fact that the information 
leading to arrest of the black defendant 
came from other black citizens). It also 
has our more emotional firearms fans 
shouting again that they should be free to 
arm themselves against the day of even­ 
tual civil war, and gun control advocates 
swearing just as intensely that this is yet 
another example of why handguns should 
be outlawed. 
I JOIN THE LATTER view about guns. 
I also believe the scrape took place to 
start with not because the victims were 
white and the murderer was black, but 
instead because he was one of a class of 
hundreds of thousands of Americans who 
toy around the edges of murder every 
time they slip behind a steering wheel. 
Very few of them carry or even possess 
guns. Many of them are unconscious of 
what they are going — while others are 
arrogant about it, and dare anybody to 
challenge them. The police could clamp 
down on their crimes overnight, but un­ 
accountably refuse to do so. 
These thousands of criminals are tail- 
gaters, operating on every highway in 
the United States. They are particularly 
dangerous in these summer months of 
high-speed freeway driving, of cars load­ 
ed with kids and vacation gear, of long 
traveling days, fatigue and accompany­ 
ing loss of alertness. But the tailgater is 
always there, at every season. 


MORE OFTEN than not, he drives a 
big car. There must be a statistical cor­ 
relation between length of car and ag­ 
gressiveness of driving. For each surplus • 
foot of automobile, you can assume ap­ 
proximately 5 per cent of added arrog­ 
ance behind the wheel. For each extra 
symbol of power, such as jacked-up rear

end, gutted muffler and oversized tires, 
add another 5 per cent. 
The psychology seems to be that any­ 
body who has spent a foolish amount of 
money on an automobile has an automat-’ 
ic right to more of the highway than 
sensible people who prefer to drive nor­ 
mal cars and put their cash balance into 
things that matter. 
Thus, when you are in a 70 m.p.h. zone 
passing other cars on your right, the 
tailgater rushes up behind you and starts 
flashing his lights in your mirrror for you 
to get out of his way immediately — no 
matter that you are already driving on 
the speed limit and there is nowhere for 
you to go. So there he sits, holding 70 and 
f u r i o u s because he can’t resume 85, 
blinking his lights, distracting you in 
t r a f f i c , riding six feet off your rear 
bumper. A blowout, a dog in the road, 
any kind of mechanical malfunction and 
you and he botK will be dead, along with 
your passengers and the unlucky people 
in the lane alongside. 
THE RULE OF THUMB, and the law 
in most states, is that safe driving means 
allowing one car length of space between 
yourself and the car ahead for each 10 
miles of speed — under good weather 
conditions. By this measure, a man 
wheeling a 20-foot monster at 70 m.p.h. 
should be 140 feet back. But try to find a 
trooper enforcing that rule. 
If you yourself try to observe it, some 
lane-jumper w'ill whip around you and 
into the space ahead so that you have a 
choice of tailgating him or dropping back 
to a safe distance, at which point still 
another congenital tadgater will repeat 
the process. 
Not all of these fools are adolescent 
hot-rodders, although the operators of 
souped-up machines are the ones who 
tailgate most intentionally and make the 
most noise about it. Overweight cigar- 
smokers are also common offenders — 
cigars go with long cars and express best 
the tailgater’s attitude of “ Get out of my 
way, you underprivileged yokel; don’t 
you recognize a big-shot’s car when you 
see one?” 
BUT A HIGH proportion of offenders 
also are just your average oblivious driv­ 
ers, in a hurry to get home and with no 
apparent conception of what happens to 
the occupants of two two-ton cars that 
smash together. 
They operate not only on the inter­ 
states, but also on winding mountain 
roads. Their crime is one of the most 
visible and dangerous on the books, but 
police virtually never make arrests for it. 
Instead they busy themselves ticketing 
housewives for parking within 40 feet of 
intersections and other einous offenses 
— until a smash-up occurs, when they 
finally charge one driver with “ following 
too closely.” 
The trouble is that too often the drivers 
involved are at the morgue — just as 
dead as if they were shot with a .38 
pistol.

There's Already County-Wide 
Bicycle Registration Program 


As any reporter can attest, 
some stories refuse to die. 
Most articles have a begin­ 
ning. a middle and a definite 
end. The reporter hears of the 
story, does one or more inter­ 
views. writes it and that’s that. 
„ There are exceptions, though. 
Sometimes a story will stay 
alive because people call the 
reporter to make additions to it. 
Sometimes it turns out there 
are a lot of things to add. 
T h i s was the case with a 
piece 1 did recently on the 
alarming rate of bicycle thefts 
in Marin. I made the point— 
already suspected by many— 
that bike thefts were getting to 
be big business. 
The story appeared, and my 
telephone hasn't stopped ring­ 
ing since. 
THE FIRST CALL I got was 
from John VV. Jaeger, chief of 
the Belvedere Police Depart­ 
ment. When he began the con­ 
versation with, “ I've got a bone 
to pick with you,” I got the 
feeling—don’t ask me how— 
that I'd done something wrong. 
I had. I said in the story that 
Belvedere has no bicycle regis­ 
tration system. That’s wrong. It 
does. 
Jaeger, whom I quoted liber­ 
ally in the story, said many 
Belvedere residents read the 
article and called him to de­ 
mand why he, such a strong 
advocate of bike theft preven­ 
tion. doesn't insist on a regis­ 
tration program in Belvedere. 
' We, Belvedere already has 


one, and I hope all its citizens 
take their bicycles down to city 
hall and register them. This 
makes stolen or lost bikes much 
easier to return to their owners. 
I ALSO GOT a call from the 
Peter Pan Chapter of the Chil­ 
dren's Home Society, which has 
been 
registering 
bicycles 
countywide since 1967. 
The chapter maintains a 24- 
hour switchboard for owners to 
report thefts and finders to call 
when they discover an aban­ 
doned bike. Avrill Pierce of 
Greenbrae, last year’s licensing 
chairman, said 50 bicycles were 
returned to their owners last 
year. 
For a $1 fee. the owner gets a 
decal to be placed on the bike 
which gives an identification 
number and a telephone num­ 
ber to call if the bike is found. 
Mrs. Pierce said her group 
works with Parent-Teacher As­ 
sociations 
at 
almost 
every 
school in Marin and has regis­ 
tered in excess of 3,000 bicy­ 
cles—surely only a fraction of 
Marin’s total—since 1967. The 
license is good for two years. 
Schemes for the future uni­ 
form registration of bikes in 
Marin—including a countywide 
system and inclusion of bicy­ 
cles in the computerized stolen 
car registry run by police—ex­ 
ist in the minds of many, but 
until one of these materializes 
the Children's Home Society 
system is the closest thing to a 
licensing program for all of 
Marin. 


THE PEOPLE'S SCHOOLS

“Any teacher who is not a 
member of the association in 
good standing . . . shall as a 
condition of employment pay as 
a fee to the association an equal 
amount 
to

membership 
dues payable to the association, 
the NEA and thT CTA . . . In 
the event that a teacher shall 
not pay such a fee directly to 
the 
association or authorize 
payment through .payroll de­ 
ductions, the board shall imme­ 
diately cause the termination of 
such teacher.” 


The language is from a col­ 
lective bargaining contract for 
Ix»s Angeles city schools pro­ 
posed by Roger Kuhn. Califor­ 
nia 
Teachers 
Association 
regional director in I^os Ange­ 
les. The “association” to which 
it refers is I’nited Teachers of 
Los Angeles, which was created 
by merger of the locals of the 
CTA and the AFL-CIO Califor­ 
nia 
Federation of Teachers. 
Kuhn had been an American 
Federation of Teachers organiz­ 
er before he was hired late in 
1969 by CTA, which announced 
with pride that he was a “ vet­ 
eran of 20 strikes and strike 
buildups.” 


REQUIREMENT

»anization was given further 
lacking last month by CTA’s 
;tate Council of Education, the 
irganization's

The council approved a re­

AGENCY 
SHOP 
contracts 
have been declared a major 
negotiating goal by NEA. Its 
strategy is to get state laws 
calling for them. It has been 
successful 
in several states, 
and some teachers as a conse­ 
quence have found themselves 
out of jobs because they refused 
to pay union dues. 


Although NEA describes it­ 
self as a “ voluntary, independ­ 
ent’’ organization, union shop 
or “ agency shop" philosophy is 
not new to it. A platform adopt­ 
ed at its 1966 national conven­ 
tion called in one article for 
“recognition of the right of all 
educators to join organizations 
of their own choosing,” but in 
another urged: “ Unified profes­ 
sional dues in each state — a 
single fee to be collected by the 
local education association to 
cover local, state and national 
dues.” It is a short step from 
that to the checkoff, the agency 
shop, and loss of employment 
for refusal to pay union dues. 


IN URGING legislation to re­ 
quire “ agency shop” conditions 
in the public schools, NEA and 
its state affiliates — including 
CTA — claim to represent the 
great 
m ajority 
of 
teachers. 
Their claim is given substance 
by figures showing that the 
great m ajority belong to their 
organizations. 
This m ajority membership, 
however, may not be entirely 
voluntary. 
A 
California 
State 
Senate 
fact-finding committee in 1965 
reported that the right of Cali­ 
fornia public school teachers to 
join or refuse to join employee 
organizations 
of 
their 
own 
choosing was “ being interfered 
with, abridged, and violated on 
a widespread basis throughout 
the state.” It pointed to CTA as 
the 
culprit, 
citing 
instances 
where membership in CTA and 
its local chapters were made 
conditions of employment. 
IN 1969, Instructor magazine, 
which circulates primarily to 
elem entary 
school 
teachers, 
took a poll to try to find out 
what teachers themselves think 
about compulsory membership 
(the “ agency shop”). It report­ 
ed the results as follows; 
Of the teachers polled, 57.5 
per cent were opposed to being 
required to join a local teacher 
organization; 52.5 per cent re­ 
jected compulsory membership 
in a state organization, and 67.5 
per cent were against being 
forced to join a national organi­ 
zation. 
The mammoth teacher organ­ 
izations — both “ voluntary” 
NEA and admittedly labor un­ 
ion AFT — push for the union 
shop “on behalf of the teach­ 
ers.” But if the Instructor’s poll 
is to be credited, they do not 
sneak for a majority.

The Novato Sanitary District 
board has received a prelimi­ 
nary operating budget of $318,- 
530 1971-72, up $30,112 from last 
year. 


The proposed budget is ex­ 
pected to boost the operating 
tax rate one cent, but the over­ 
all tax rate including bond re­ 
demption is slated to drop ac­ 
cording to Dist. Mgr. Charles 
A. Joseph. 


In the N o v a t o plant zone, 
which includes most of the dis­ 
trict, the overall rate is expect­ 
ed to drop from 71.5 to 40 cents 
per $100 assessed valuation, Jo­ 
seph reported. 
The estimate of the break­ 
down is 32.5 cents for operating, 
3.5 cents toward repayment of 
the 1970 bonds and 4 cents to­ 
ward retirement of 1955 bonds. 
Joseph said the overall rate 
will drop because the district 
will have eliminated the 35 cent 
rate levied this year for capital 
improvements. 
The board, which received 
the budget Monday night, will 
consider adopting it at 6 p.m. 
July 22 at the N o r t h Marin 
County Water District office, 
Joseph said. 
In the area outside the Nova­ 
to plant zone u'here residents 
a r e n ’ t paying for the 1955 
bonds, the overall rate is ex­ 
pected to drop from 66.5 to 36 
cents. 
Directors haven’t taken any 
action on salary increases, but 
Joseph said the budget could 
accommodate up to a 5 per cent 
raise without changing the ex- 1 
pectcd tax rate. 
He estimated that the dis- j 
trict’s assessed valuation has 
increased 16.7 per cent, includ­ 
ing the boost in the assessment 
ratio from 23 to 25 per cent of 
market value.

Turkish Army Gives 
System A Shaking

The Turkish Army recently 
gave a much needed shaking to 
a stagnated parliam entary sys­ 
tem to get it m o v i n g once 
again. 


Following an intervention by 
the m ilitary, a civilian politi­ 
cian 
ihat Erim , a middle-of- 
the-road m oderate of the Re­ 
publican People’s Party) was 
assigned to form a civilian cab­ 
inet which would enjoy, at least 
outwardly, the support of the 
largest parliam entary factions. 


Modern Turkey is. or at least 
originally 
was, 
largely 
the 
product of m ilitary men. The 
founder of the state, Kemal 
A taturk, who led — or forced — 
his people on the path toward 
progress and a linkup with Eu­ 
rope following the collapse of 
the Ottoman Em pire, was an 
officer, as was his com rade and 
successor 
Ism et 
Inonu, 
the 
"grand old m an” of Turkish 
politics 
who 
obviously 
had 
much to do with the fact that 
the most recent crisis ended 
harm lessly. 
The Turkish officers' corps, 
even before World W ar I, was 
more advanced than the coun­ 
try ’s other professional groups 
in 
education 
and 
technical 
from there that the impulses 
cam e for a development which 
finally made it seem feasible to 
perm it 
the 
originally-authori- 
tarian governm ent of modern 
Turkey to institute dem ocratic 
freedoms. 
Accordingly, 
however, 
the 


Turkish arm y has also taken on 
itself the role of “guardian of 
dem ocracy," 
in 
the 
double 
sense of preventing regressions 
into conservative traditions or 
the abuse of free rights as well 
as a protection of these rights. 
Both 
motives 
were at work 
when the m ilitary took power in 
May, 1960. 


The governm ent of chief-of- 
state B ayar and Prem ier Men- 
deres had come to power 10 
years earlier, tanks to a victory 
by the Dem ocratic P arty over 
the political m achinery of Ata­ 
turk and Inonu. the Republican 
People's Party, in the country's 
first com pletely free elections. 
When it was toppled by the 
m ilitary in 1960, it was accused 
by the arm y not only of corrup­ 
tion and of perm itting a revival 
of reactionary Islam ic tenden­ 
cies. but even more it was said 
to 
have 
used 
undem ocratic 
methods, 
drastically 
lim iting 
the rights of the opposition and 
freedom of the press. 


The first proclam ation issued 
by the Suprem e Com m ander of 
the Turkish m ilitary after the 
revolt stated that the arm ed 
forces had assum ed adm inis­ 
tration of the country in order 
to ca rry out free elections as 
soon as possible. 


The 
m ilitary 
rem ained 
in 
power for nearly one-and-a-half 
years. In a m onster trial, in 
which m ore than 500 persons 
stood 
accused, 
Bayar, 
Men- 
deres, Foreign M inister Zcrlu, 
and Finance M inister Poltakan 
were condemned to death and 


the latter three were executed 
by hanging. 
After the establishment of a 
new constitution, elections were 
held in the autumn of 1961. And 
they were free elections. Admit­ 
tedly, 
the 
Democratic 
Party 
had been banned, but the Jus­ 
tice P a r t y , which based its 
strength on the votes of former 
supporters of Menderes, won 
substantial numbers of seats in 
both houses of the legislature, 
while the Republicans failed to 
achieve the absolute majority 
for which the military junta 
had been hoping. 


The m ilitary leaders helped 
to form a coalition governm ent 
under Inonu, but then they per­ 
m itted the country's political 
life to develop freely, raising no 
opposition in 1965 when the Jus­ 
tice Party, having gained an 
absolute m ajority in new elec­ 
tions under the leadership of 
Suleyman Demirel, took over 
the reins of governm ent alone. 


The m ilitary leaders confined 
them selves to issuing occasion­ 
al 
warnings from the back­ 
ground until, in mid-M arch of 
this year, they finally issued 
the ultim atum which forced De­ 
mirel and his cabinet to resign, 
thus dem onstrating that, when 
the chips are down, they are 
still the decisive power in the 
country. 
Eleven years ago. the Turk­ 
ish generals actually assum ed 
power; last March they only 
threatened a coup. But that is 
not the only difference between 
the two events. On both occa­ 
sions the intervention of the 
m ilitary was preceded by “ un­ 
rest” ; but the nature of that 
unrest, as well as the attitude 
of leading m ilitary figures to­ 
ward it, varied considerab’y. 
In the spring of 1960, Turkish 
students dem onstrated against 
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actual violations of constitution­ 
al rights by the government. 
Menderes reacted with dispro­ 
portionately 
harsh 
measures, 
proclaiming a state of siege and 
calling in the army. The latter, 
however, felt it had been mis- 
ued, since the chief of the mili­ 
tary junta, the later president 
Gursel, had been forced to re­ 
sign as commandant of the land 
forces just a fewf weeks before 
the coup as a result of differ­ 
ences 
with the authoritarian 
government. 


On M a r c h 12, 1971, on the 
other hand, the m ilitary de­ 
manded the establishm ent of a 
strong cabinet, turning against 
a governm ent which, partly as 
a result of a split in the Justice 
Party, had become virtually in­ 
capable of action; its authority 
had been underm ined by a cor­ 
ruption affair involving Demi- 
rel's b r o t h e r s and it had 
loosened its grip on the reins of 
governm ent 
despite the 
fact 
that the activities of extrem ist 
and anarchist groups had a t­ 
tained dangerous proportions,' 
including bank robberies, ab­ 
ductions and bloody clashes be­ 
tween left-wing and right-wing 
organizations. 
There is another difference 
even more im portant. In 1960 
there was, at least at the out­ 
set, obvious unanim ity am ong 
the 
m ilitary 
concerning 
the 
c o u p , while this March such 
unanim ity did not exist. 
No details are known about 
w hat happened in the arm y be­ 
fore and im m ediately following 
March 12, but the fact that, a 
few days after publication of 
the 
m ilitary ultim atum , 
five 
generals and 10 colonels were 
forcibly pensioned and lesser 


some 50 additional officers (pre­ 
sumably majors and captains), 
indicated that a group of offi­ 
cers was pursuing goals which 


did not fit in with the intentions 
of the highest-ranking military 
leaders. 
For the tim e being, the more 
m oderate m ilitary have main­ 
tained the upper hand. The new 
governm ent will 
enjoy 
their 
protection and their support in 
its steps against troublemakers. 
It rem ains to be seen, however, 
whether the cabinet will be able 
to m anage without abridging 
civil rights. 
It is also uncertain w hether 
the program of reform s with 
regard to land, m i n i m u m 
wages, social security, w elfare 
and education, which is to be 
undertaken at the behest of the 
m i l i t a r y leaders, goes far 
enough to staisfy even the so­ 
cialist circles 
in the arm ed 
f o r c e s , not to speak of the 
extrem ists.

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The two-car family is now commonplace, but 
how about the two-BOAT family. There'll be a lot 
more by the end of 1971, and it’s a 1 m o s t a 
certainty the second boat will have sails. 
The boom in sailing is the 
in sailing is __ 
recreational phenomenon of the 
past five years, and the statis­ 
tics indicate 
it’s continuing 
Undoubtedly it’s the result of 
the discovery that what used to 
be an expensive sport is now 
much cheaper — and just as 
exciting. 


ONE REASON for the change 
in attitude is the change in sail­ 
boats themselves. It used to be 
that owning a sailboat automat­ 
ically meant joining a yacht 
club. Nowadays many sailboat 
enthusiasts 
have 
their 
own 
yacht club in their backyard 
and trailer their boats to any 
water they like. 
Also, sailboats are now faster 
and more exciting to handle. 
They plane and skim over the 
water like power boats. They 
have simplified rigging that 
doesn’t require a large crew to 
handle, and above all they are 
now m a d e of sophisticated 
jet-age materials that make 
them cheaper and within the 
economic reach of more people. 
These m aterials also make the 
manufacturing easier and the 
-maintaining effortless. 


IF YOU ARE b o r e d writh 
power boats as many people 
are, the next logical step is to 
try sailing. You’ll discover an 
exhilaration that power boating 
can’t give and a sense of ac­ 
complishment that can be sur­ 
passed only by learning to fly. 
That sailing is a lively topic 
is obvious from some of the- 
questions we’ve been asked: 
Q. Are sails made of syn­ 
thetic materials worth the ex­ 
tra cost over cotton? 
A. From a practical stand­ 
point, yes. They can be stored 
wet and are mildew proof. Cot­ 
ton or canvas must be dried 
carefully 
before 
being 
put 
away. 
Q. What are good first texts 
. on sailing? 
A. There are thousands, but 
the three I like are: “Sail in a 
Day” by George O’Day, Royces 
Sailing Illustrated; both avail­ 
able at boating bookstores and 
“ A Minimum Sailing Prim er” 
at 50 cents from John C. Jones 


III, 56 Hawes St., Brookline, 
Mass, 02146. 
Q. Why are sails made of 
several pieces of material 
sewn 
together, 
instead 
of 
being in one piece? 
A. Mainly it’s a question of 
shape of the sail. Also seams 
give s t r e n g t h at points of 
strain, and anyway, most fab­ 
rics a r e n ’ t made in such 
widths. 
Q. In the shortest terms, 
tell me, how do you pick up a 
m o o r i n g 
under 
sail 
alone . . . ? 
A. Approach buoy from down­ 
wind on a course that would put 
mooring about a boat length to 
windward if you were to sail 
past it. On the approach, lower 
and secure jib. When mooring 
buoy is one boat length to wind­ 
ward, bring boat’s head into 
wind (luff). The craft’s momen­ 
tum allows it to coast up to 
buoy. Secure mooring line, then 
lower mainsail. It sounds com­ 
plicated, but watch an expert 
do it once, and you’re an ex­ 
pert. 
Q. Which is better for sails, 
Terylene or Dacron. 
A. It’s the same material. 
Terylene is the British name, 
fairly common in the U.S., be­ 
cause they have produced it 
just a little cheaper. . . so it 
was imported. 
Q. What are the fastest sail­ 
boats? 
A. There are several types of 
very light catam arans that will 
beat any other type of sailing 
craft under “average” condi­ 
tions. That means fairly light 
winds and calm water. Most 
will do 20 to 25 knots (23 - 28 
mph) easily. They are great fun 
but not very practical. C-class 
catam arans have to be clocked 
at 35 mph. 
Q. Wh a t d o e s "close- 
hauled” mean? 
A. This is sailing against the 
wind, with the wind coming 
from ahead. A sailboat will not 
travel directly into the wind, 
but will make good speed in a 
direction that is only 45 to 50 
degrees off the direction from 
which the wind is coming.

With Computer 


C A N O G A PARK. CALIF. 
(BW) — A project a Jet Propul­ 
sion Laboratory (JP L) is devel­ 
oping computer software that 
could make conventional class­ 
room roll calls as obsolete as 
ink wells in the schoolrooms of 
America.

End Near For Military Academy 


Eighty-year-old San Rafael 
Military Academy will cease 
operations in late July, barring 
an unforeseen financial wind­ 
fall. school officials said yester­ 
day. 
According 
to 
headmaster 
Derrick Whiting, 
the school 
“ has had it unless a fairy god­ 
mother turns up damn quick!” 
The school has been in a fi­ 
nancial bind for about a year, 
Whiting said, and fund raising 
projects have not raised the 
nearly $1 n illion needed to re­ 
open next fall. 
Colonel Whiting said that the 
school’s 140 students have for 
the most part transferred to 
other schools. A nine-member 
staff, 
including 
maintenance 
personnel, is now manning the 
academy office and officially 
closing the school at Fifth and 
College avenues. 
The retired Army colonel said 
he does not know who will use 
the grounds in the fall, but offi­ 
cials of the Episcopal Diocese 
of California, which backed the 
school until last year and owns j 
the grounds, said they hope to; 
open a parochial school. 
Chancellor John Gallaher the i 
diocese’s 
lawyer, 
said 
“ the1 
church would like to have a ¡ 
school on the grounds and is j 
moving in that direction.” Offi­ 
cials of the diocese are now j 
meeting with "a group of inter­ 
ested people" who want an ¡ 
Episcopal school. 
Such a development would be 
in keeping with the widely cir- 
culating 
rumor, 
last 
school 
year, that the academy could j 
survive, retaining its ties with 
the diocese, if it would deem- 
phasize the military aspect and 
adopt a regimen thought by 
some more in keeping with a 
church school. 
There also were reports that 
a girls’ school would have con­ 
sidered a merger if trappings 
were dropped. The academy 
board, however, preferred to 
stand or fall with the military 
tradition. 
Gallaher said the San Rafael 
Academy was notified earlier in 
the year, that unless it was able 
to solve its financial problems, 
it would not be granted use of 
the grounds for next fall. How­ 
ever, according to Gallaher, the 
Diocese had to financially as-1 
sist the Academy in completing 
its 1970-71 term. 
Frank W. Heame, president 
of the academy’s board of trust­ 
ees, has not yet conceded de- j 
feat, however. “ No ball game is \ 
over until the final whistle is !

Pottery 
Warning; 
No Recall 


WASHINGTON (DPI) -The 
Food and Drug Administration 
(FD) has advised consumers 
against storing acidic food and 
beverages in ceramic dinner- 
ware but has decided against a 
massive recall of pottery prod­ 
ucts. 
The FDA announced Tuesday 
it had discovered that foods and 
beverages sometimes absorb 
poisonous lead and cadmium 
from decorative decals on din- 
nerware. 
‘ ‘ S i n c e there is no ready 
vmeans to identify whether de- 
caled dinnerware already in 
use contains excessive levels of 
these metals, the consumer 
¡should not store acidic foods or 
beverages in such containers 
for prolonged periods of time, 
such as overnight,” the FDA 
said in a statement. 
“ Daily use of the dinnerware 
for food service will not pose 
any hazard,” it added. 
The FDA cited as examples 
of acidic items fruit juice, soft 
drinks, wines, cider, vinegar, 
sauerfcraut, and tomatoes. 
Thomas W. Brown, compli­ 
ance director for the FDA Bu­ 
reau of Foods, said the decal 
hazard was discovered during 
FDA checks for lead and cad­ 
mium in pottery glaze. 
Brown said the decal hazard, 
although previously unknown, 
probably has existed for a dec­ 
ade. The FDA said millions of 
pieces of dinnerware were in­ 
volved, from cheap pottery to 
expensive china. 
Brown said the FDA consid­ 
ered a massive recall of all 
ceramic dinnerware, but decid­ 
ed the hazard was too slight 
and the recall problems too 
large for such a move. 
With the exception of hand 
painted items, most dinnerware 
decorations are by decal, the 
FDA said. Common decals in­ 
clude stripes around the rim 
and pictures of fruit or flowers, 
sometimes embossed.
